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Mr. Wiuus, from the Committee on the Judiciary, submitted the 
following 


REPORT 


[To accompany H. R. 7049] 


The Committee on the Judiciary, to whom was referred the bill 
(H. R. 7049) to revise, codify, and enact into law title 10 of the United 
States Code, entitled ‘Armed Forces’’, and title 32, United States 
Code, entitled “National Guard”, having considered the same, report 
favorably thereon and recommend that the bill do pass. 


I. EXPLANATION OF REVISED TITLE 10, ARMED FORCES, 
AND TITLE 32, NATIONAL GUARD 


1. Purpose and history 


The Constitution, in article I, section 8, lists among the powers of 
Congress the powers ‘“To raise and support Armies” and ‘To provide 
and maintain a Navy’. In the exercise of these powers, Congress 
has enacted hundreds of laws regulating the structure of the armed 
forces and the functioning of its members, in some cases down to the 
smallest detail. 

These laws have been enacted over a long period extending from 1789 
to the present date. They have been drawn by many draftsmen, 
some good, some poor, and some indifferent. Even where laws have 
been excellently drawn, they often reflect inconsistent approaches 
and means of expression. The result has been laws full of contra- 
dictions, duplications, ambiguities, obscurities, and obsolete provisions. 
This problem has existed not only for the armed forces but the Govern- 
ment as a whole. 

There have been three efforts to meet the problem. The first was 
the enactment of the Revised Statutes, a single act that codified the 
permanent laws in force on December 1, 1873. With the enactment 
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“ many laws since that time, the Revised Statutes have become 

ely out of date. 

he next effort to establish legislative order was the United States 
Code in 1926. This consists of 50 titles, of which title 10 is called 
“Army and Air Force”, title 32, “National Guard”’, and title 34, 
“Navy”. Here the existing laws have been allocated to the several 
titles and divided into sections. Although Congress enacted this 
compilation, it enacted it only as “prima facie” evidence of the specific 
statutes that it restated. For a more reliable statement of the law, 
therefore, it has continued to be necessary to consult the Statutes at 
Large, except as a third effort has changed the character of some of 
the titles of the Code. 

The third effort began about 20 years later and is still in progress. 
In the preface to the 1946 edition of the United States Code, it was 
noted that many of the laws included in the Code were “inconsistent, 
redundant, archaic and obsolete.” It was also stated that, for this 
reason: 

there has been inaugurated a comprehensive project of revising and en- 
acting the Code, consisting of 50 titles, into positive law, title by title. 
When this work is completed all the titles of the Code will be le ‘gal evidence of 
the general and permanent law and recourse to the numerous volumes of the 
Statutes at large for this purpose will be unnecessary. 

The work of revising and enacting each of the 50 titles of the 
United States Code into positive law is directly under the control of 
the House Committee on the Judiciary and in particular under its 
Subcommittee on the Revision of the Laws. Under this program 
eleven titles of the Code have already been so enacted into positive 
law. It may be well to mention at this point that the work of its 
law revision counsel, Dr. Charles J. Zinn, who has been associated 
with its present codification program from its commencement and 
who has developed the general principles under which this program 
has gone forward, has been of immeasurable help to the committee. 

In August 1947, the War Department Policies and Program Board 

pointed up the need for revising and codifying the laws governing the 
Army: 
Many of these laws are archaic and have been amended so many times that ex- 
tensive legal research is often required to settle even a relatively minor question 
of statutory interpretation... . . Therefore, it would appear advisable to 
commence a project with the goal of framing a complete restatement and recodi- 
fication of the military laws of the United States. 

In November of the same vear the Secretary of the Army directed 
the Legislative and Liaison Division of his department to initiate a 
codification project for the Army. On March 15, 1948, the Deputy 
Chief of Staff of the Army announced that the Secretary had directed 
the codification of all laws relating to the Army. Preliminary work, 
including close consultation with the editors of the United States 
Code and the establishment of direct liaison with the Subcommittee 
on Revision of the Laws of the Committee on the Judiciary of the 
House of Representatives, began soon after. In June 1948 the 
Statutory Revision Branch was created in the Management Division, 
Office of the Comptroller of the Army, and was made responsible 
for the project. 

Because under the National Security Act of 1947 the newly created 
Air Force inherited the great majority of the statutory laws already 
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applicable to the Army, these laws have since been shared by the two’ 
services. It soon became apparent that the joint task should be 
performed jointly. Accordingly, the Department of the Air Force 
undertook a similar project for the Air Force. The Judge Advocate 
General of the Air Force, who was made responsible for the job, set up 
a Statutory Revision Section for this purpose. In March 1949 the 
personnel of the two departments working on this project were 
combined in a single group called the “Joint Army-Air Force Statutory 
Revision Group’. 

As work progressed it appeared that a substantial part (then about 
15 percent) of the laws common to the Army and Air Force applied 
also to the Navy and the Marine Corps. These have been called 
“tri-service”’ laws. Because of the necessity of dovetailing tri-service 
laws with the rest of the laws applicable to the Army and Air Force 
and of keeping tri-service laws uniform for the armed services, the 
Group determined that the projected title of the United States Code 
containing the laws for the Army and Air Force should anticipate 
the possible development of a single title applicable also to the Navy 
and the Marine Corps. 

On July 18, 1950, the Chairman of the Subcommittee on Revision 
of the Laws, the late Mr. Bryson, wrote to the Secretary of Defense 
saying that the committee envisaged a title of the United States Code 
composed of four parts, one containing law relating to the Department 
of Defense and general provisions, and one for each of the three mili- 
tary departments. Shortly thereafter, the Department of the Navy 
began intensive work on the revision of title 34. Because of the wide 
divergences between Army and Air Force law on the one hand, and 
Navy law on the other, it was not feasible to integrate the Navy 
codification group with the Army-Air Force codification group, and a 
separate Navy group was assembled in tbe office of the Judge Advocate 
General of the Navy. 

On October 23, 1950, the Office of the Secretary of Defense directed 
the preparation of a four-part title. It assigned to the Joint Army-Air 
Force Statutory Revision Group, with such help as the Navy group 
could spare, the responsibility for preparing the general subtitle in 
addition to the subtitles relating to the Army and Air Force. The 
directive made it clear that the proposed title was to restate existing 
law without substantive change. In the meantime, a liaison party 
from the Navy worked with the Joint Army-Air Force Statutory 
Revision Group for approximately six months. Through the liaison 
party the experience already accumulated by the Army-Air Force 
group became available to the Navy group. 

Because the National Guard of the United States and the National 
Guard while in the service of the United States are by law components 
of the Army and Air Force, it was necessary to draw into the new 
title a number of the laws now codified in title 32 of the United Stetes 
Code, National Guard. Because the remainder of the laws in title 32 
are intimately related to those transferred to title 10, these remaining 
laws have been revised as a new title 32 on the same basis as the new 
title 10 and have been carefully dovetailed with it. From the first, 
the Joint Army-Air Force Statutory Revision Group maintained close 
liaison with the National Guard Bureau, and from June 1948 to 
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December 1950 the Bureau detailed a succession of officers of the 
National Guard to assist in preparing the new drafts. 

In the summer of 1952, committee prints of subtitle B, Army, of 
subtitle D, Air Force, and of title 32, National Guard, were widely 
circulated for staff suggestion and comment. Similar circulation took 
place in November 1952 for a preliminary draft of chapter 47 (Uniform 
Code of Military Justice) of subtitle A, General Military Law; in 
April 1953 for subtitle A as a whole; and in July 1953 for subtitle C, 
Navy and Marine Corps. The resulting comments were correlated 
and carefully studied. When disagreement arose on a matter of 
substance, the comment was in most cases discussed with the com- 
mentator and the disagreement was resolved. In 1954, corrected 
drafts were printed, circulated, and processed in the same manner. 
The present bill reflects the results of this staff circulation. 

Throughout the project the codification groups have maintained 
constant liaison with the Subcommittee on Revision of the Laws of 
the Committee on the Judiciary of the House of Representatives and 
with the editors of the United States Code. The Office of the Secre- 
tary of Defense coordinated the projects for the military departments 
and more closely supervised subtitle A, which includes laws relating 
directly to it. 

The professional staff of the House Committee on the Judiciary 
who were charged with the supervision of the work on this legislation 
are Dr. Charles J. Zinn, law revision counsel, Cyril F. Brickfield and 
Joseph Fischer, assistant law revision counsels. 

The military codification bill has been prepared for the most part 
by the following attorneys in the Department of Defense, most of 
whom participated throughout the life of the project:

2. Scope 


In general, the new title 10, Armed Forces, and the new title 32, 
National Guard, codify the statutory provisions heretofore reflected 
in titles 10, 32, and 34, and chapters 3, 7, and 11B of title 5, of the 
United States Code. All provisions within these areas have been 
accounted for (see Table 2), whether or not they are codified in the 
new titles. However, logic and consistency require the exclusion of 
some laws now codified in the titles and chapters just mentioned, and 
the inclusion of others now codified elsewhere. Laws of this kind 
have been accounted for only if included (see Table 2). 

The new titles reflect the laws in effect on March 31, 1955. The 
amendatory effect of laws effective after that date, which will be 
covered by a supplemental codification bill, is preserved by section 
50 (a) of the bill. 

The scope of the new titles is based on several principles of inclusion 
and exclusion. 

The single principle of inclusion is the desirability of codifying in the 
new titles all laws that primarily concern the Department of Defense, 
Army, Navy and Marine Corps, Air Force, or National Guard, regard- 
less of how they have heretofore been classified. For this reason, 


pertinent sections have been drawn from titles 14, 18, 22, 23, 24, 30, 
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31, 33, 36, 37, 38, 40, 41, 42, 43, 46, 48, 50, and 50 Appendix (see 
Table 2). Conversely, laws that do not primarily concern them have 
not been included, regardless of how they have heretofore been clas- 
sified. Accordingly, some sections in title 10 have been transferred 
to previously enacted titles of the United States Code; some have been 
restated and recommended for transfer to other titles; and some, 
which do not need restating, have simply been recommended for 
transfer to other titles (see Table 2B). 

Cutting across the general principle of inclusion is an important 
principle of exclusion: Whether or not they relate primarily to the 
Department of Defense, Army, Navy or Marine Corps, Air Force, or 
National Guard, laws have been excluded if including them would be 
inconsistent with the general plan of the United States Code. Under 
this principle, several classes of provisions that relate primarily to 
these organizations have been excluded: 

(a) Laws uniformly applicable to the executive departments, 
even though the Department of Defense, a military department 
or service, or the National Guard is specifically named (e. g., title 
5, chapter 1, dealing with laws applicable to departments and 
officers generally). Stating these laws separately for one depart- 
ment would entail stating them separately for all departments. 
The United States Code is arranged primarily on a subject basis 
and not a departmental basis. 

(b) Laws different for the several executive departments, but 
now grouped under a title intended to deal with the subject on a 
Government-wide or subject basis (e. g., title 5, sections 171- 
171c—1, dealing with the establishment and principal officials of 
the Department of Defense). Here, separate statement of the 
law is necessary, but the inclusion of these laws in the new title 
would be inconsistent with the basic arrangement of the United 
States Code, which assembles the laws concerning the Secretaries, 
Under Secretaries, and Assistant Secretaries of all the executive 
departments in title 5. 

(ce) Particular provisions of law applicable to the Department 
of Defense, a military department or service, or the National 
Guard, but logically inseparable from a larger body of law that 
is codified in another title of the United States Code (e. g., title 
41, sections 80-80c, laying down special rules for the examination 
of accounts by the military departments and services). 

(dq) Laws of a military character that are, however, of minor 
military significance and that have been codified in other titles 
of the United States Code under subject headings that require 
their inclusion (e. g., title 24, sections 41 et seq., dealing with the 
Soldiers’ Home). 

Laws relating primarily to the Department of Defense, Army, Navy 
or Marine Corps, Air Force, or National Guard, but of temporary or 
limited operation only (see Tables 2C and 2D), have been omitted from 
the text of the new titles but not repealed or transferred. For ex- 
ample, the law (10 U. S. C, 971c¢) providing for retiring lieutenant 
colonels with World War I service as colonels in certain cases has been 
preserved in Table 2D but not codified as permanent military law. In 
the volumes in which the United States Code is published, these laws 
may be editorially appended as legislative notes to the respective 
sections of the new titles to which they are most closely related. 
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3. Provisions in appropriation acts 


Provisions in appropriation acts have been included in the text of 
the new titles only if they are permanent. Provisions that apply only 
for limited periods (see Table 2C) have not been included, even if they 
appear in current appropriation acts and similar provisions have been 
enacted yearly. The codification of such provisions would be incon- 
sistent with the principle, explained in paragraph 5 below, that the 
present restatement is not intended to change the scope or substance 
of the law in any respect. 


4. Internal arrangement 


So far as appropriate, the four subtitles of the new title 10, and the 
new title 32, have been made parallel in arrangement. Each is divided 
into four general parts. Although the internal arrangement of the 
Navy and Marine Corps subtitle loosely parallels that of the Army 
and Air Force subtitles, the many differences in scope and substantive 
treatment make it appropriate to have material differences in arrange- 
ment. As between the Army and Air Force subtitles, on the other 
hand, the similarities are so great and the divergences so limited that 
it has been possible to make the internal arrangement of the two 
subtitles almost the same. Parallel arrangement and a parallel num- 
bering system permit ready cross reference between corresponding 
parts of the Army and Air Force subtitles. Where a section applies to 
the Army or Air Force only, the corresponding section number has not 
been used for the other service. 

The object in developing the internal arrangement of the new titles 
has been to make them as useful as possible. The subjects have been 
arranged so that they can be found with the least possible effort. 
Provisions relating primarily to administration have been arranged 
from the viewpoint of the persons who will administer them. Pro- 
visions relating primarily to the conduct, rights, privileges, or duties of 
persons not administering them have been arranged from the view- 
point of those persons, 

Similarly, historical groupings have been changed where other 
groupings are considered to offer more advantages. To help persons 
consulting the law to interpret it correctly, subjects have been ar- 
ranged, where practicable, to reflect the rationale underlying the law. 
But when a choice was required, it has been considered more important 
to indicate what than why. 

With several exceptions (e. g., section 263, title 10, repeated in the 
second sentence of section 102, title 32), the same rule of law has not 
been stated at more than one place. Each functionally indivisible sub- 
ject has been treated at a single place even where it falls partly under 
one heading and partly under another. Where the difficulty could not 
be removed by changing the scope of the headings, the subject has 
been treated under the heading that has the strongest logical pull. 

Special problems of arrangement arose in preparing the new title 
10 because a large part of the military law is shared by the Army and 
Air Force and a substantial part is shared by all three military depart- 
ments. Because of the large number of permutations and combina- 
tions, it was decided to split all bi-service law between the services 
affected and similarly to split tri-service iaw where that was ayia d 
to complete the orderly development of topics that, because of dif- 
ferences in substance, must be stated separately for the three military 
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departments. Thus, the decision to restate separately for the three 
departments section 201 of the Army-Navy-Public Health Service 
Medical Officers Procurement Act of 1947 (10 U. S. C. 91a, 121a; 
34 U. S. C. 2le, 51b), providing a special method for appointing 
medical and dental officers, was based on the assumptions (1) that 
the subject of appointments, which cannot be given a unified treat- 
ment for the three departments, is a single integrated topic that 
should be developed separately for each service, and (2) that it is 
more important to build a sound and usable arrangement than to 
economize space. On the other hand, tri-service laws, such as the 
Uniform Code of Military Justice, Title IV of the Career Compensa- 
tion Act of 1949, and the Armed Services Procurement Act of 1947, 
whose omission from the subtitles relating to the separate services 
would not be objectionable, have been included in subtitle A, con- 
taining laws relating to the Department of Defense and laws of general 
application. 


5. Restatement of substance 


The object of the new titles has been to restate existing law, not to 
make new law. Consistently with the general plan of the United 
States Code, the pertinent provisions of law have been freely re- 
worded and rearranged, subject to every precaution against disturbing 
existing rights, privileges, duties, or functions. Adherence to the 
substance of existing law, however, has not always meant adherence 
to the letter of the statute. Where court decisions, opinions of offi- 
cials such as the Attorney General or the Comptroller General, execu- 
tive orders, regulations, or well-established administrative practice 
have established authoritative interpretations clarifying ambiguities 
in the law, the text has been reworded to express those interpretations. 
These changes have been explained in the applicable revision notes. 
6. Revision of language: style 

Codification involves the apparent paradox that laws must be 
changed in form that they may remain unchanged in substance. Not 
to reword the statutes that are being consolidated would result in 
obscurity, ambiguity, prolixity, and inconsistency. Problems of con- 
struction that do not exist when inconsistencies in language appear 
in independent enactments necessarily arise when they are juxtaposed 
in a single reenactment.! 

Some of the laws restated in the new title were written in their 
present language as far back as 1789. Others were enacted very 
recently. Words used in one era or context often mean something 
different in another. 

Even laws relating to the same subject and enacted in the same 
era are often not uniform. The term “officer”? may mean “commis- 
sioned or warrant officer” in one act and only “commissioned officer” 
in another. The term ‘Territories’ may include Puerto Rico and 
the Canal Zone in one act and not in another. The term “service 





1 ‘Literal reproduction often means substantial alteration. An Act of Parliament speaks with reference 
to the time at which and the circumstances under which it is passed. The language of three hundred or 
even of fifty years ago would often have an entirely different meaning if reproduced in an Act of the present 
day. The mere collocation of enactments of different dates alters the sense. . . . 

“The language of different Acts, even when they relate to the same subject matter, is often not uniform. 
The same expressions are differently defined, and are given different meanings by the context. Hence 
alteration of language is necessary for the sake of clearness and consistency. 

“For these reasons the work of consolidation can seldom be effected mechanically. The law has to be 
rewritten in such a form as to preserve its substance whilst altering its form” (Ibert, The Mechanics of Law 
Making, pp. 123-124 (1914)). 
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in a reserve component” may mean “service in the anized Re- 
serve Corps or the National Guard of the United States” in one act 
and “service other than in a regular component” in another. Con- 
versely, one act may use the word “rank” to describe what another 
act calls “grade”. One act may use the term “individual of a State” 
to describe what another describes as a “‘citizen’’. 

In restating the laws in the new title for consistency and clarity, the 
draftsmen have made every effort to make the result an up-to-date 
and unified whole by following accepted modern usage and the best 
methods of legislative drafting. To this end, a standard glossary of 
terms was adopted (see section 101, title 10; and section 101, title 32), 
and a manual of legislative drafting was developed on the basis of a 
careful scrutiny of all the available literature on the subject. The 
manual has been published in 11 Federal Bar Journal 238 (1951). 

A special problem arose for the Air Force, since the laws that it 
inherited as a result of section 305 (a) of the National Security Act of 
1947 and the transfer orders issued under section 208 (e) of that act 
(see Table 3) were written in Army terminology. The problem was 
also complicated by the fact that the Air Force does not have a 
statutory counterpart for every structural feature of the Army, and 
it was correspondingly more difficult to identify the members of the 
Air Force to whom the various provisions were intended to apply. 
Most of this gap was filled by section 307 (a) of the Air Force Organi- 
zation Act of 1951 (10 U.S. C. 1837 (a)), providing for designation by 
the Secretary of the Air Force of the persons to perform special func- 
tions in the Air Force corresponding to those performed in the Army 
by statutory corps or branches. Accordingly, rules that for the Army 
are contingent upon membership in a statutory corps or branch have 
been stated for the Air Force in terms of the persons whom the 
Secretary has designated to be in the corresponding category. 

It is sometimes feared that mere changes in terminology and style 
will result in changes in substance or impair the precedent value of 
earlier judicial decisions and other interpretations. This fear might 
have some weight were this the usual kind of amendatory legislation, 
where it can be inferred that a change in language is intended to 
change substance. In a codification statute, however, the courts 
uphold the contrary presumption: the law is intended to remain 
substantively unchanged. The following authorities affirm this 
principle:

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The presumption that the substance of the law is intended to remain 
unchanged is strongly buttressed by the inclusion of section 50 (a), 
providing that “In sections 1-49 of this Act, it is the legislative par- 
pose to restate, without substantive change, the law replaced by those 
sections on the effective date of this Act.” 


7. Steps taken to insure completeness and accuracy 


Every precaution has been taken to insure that the bill accurately 
restates or otherwise appropriately disposes of all laws coming within 
the scope of the codification project. 

Each chapter was first assigned to a lawyer editor, called a “revising 
editor’, who after examining the existing authorities against the back- 
ground of contiguous law and checking with the available adminis- 
trative personnel, prepared new text for that chapter. For each 
section in the chapter he also prepared a revision note naming the 
fragments of source law disposed of and explaining the specific changes, 
additions, and deletions made in the text. 

As a second step, the chapter was assigned to another lawyer, called 
a “review editor’, who cross-checked the work of the revising editor 
at every point. 

Thirdly, the chapter was submitted to a panel of from six to ten 
lawyers who had not previously worked on it. This tested the chapter 
against a cross fire of expert opinion shot mostly from the hip. 

When the panels completed their work, the whole was turned over 
to two lawyers, called ‘‘control editors’, for a rigorous audit to see 
that the many fragments were accounted for and adequately fitted 
together. 

To assure consistency and accuracy of substance, terminology, and 
style, more than 50 specialized “horizontal” or “across-the-board” 
checks were then made of titles 10 and 32 as a whole. For instance, 
one of several checks assigned to one lawyer was to determine whether 
the term “Territory” had been used consistently throughout. Another 
was to determine whether commissioned officers had been described 
uniformly. 

Finally, the results were reproduced and circulated within the 
Department of Defense and other mterested agencies for intensive 
scrutiny by administrative and legal specialists. The resulting com- 
ments were compiled, carefully weighed, and reflected as appropriate. 
This was done in 1952 and again in 1954. 

Throughout the preparation of the bill, research was carried on to 
make certain that no relevant law previously allocated to another 
place in the United States Code had been overlooked. 

Tables are included in this report showing the new location or other 
disposition of every word of those parts of the Revised Statutes, the 
Statutes at Large, the reorganization plans, and the United States 
Code that have been dealt with in this revision. These tables have 
been audited to assure that they dovetail with the source credits for 
the new sections and with section 54 of the bill, covering express 
repeals. In addition, each section has been audited to see that it 
fully accounts for the source material that is allocated to it by the 
distribution tables. 


8. Revision notes 


For each section of the new titles a revision note has been written 
showing the source law and explaining significant changes and omis- 
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sions from that law as it appears in the United States Code. These 
notes show the exact statutory basis for each section. 

An exception is section 205 (a) of the National Security Act of 1947, 
which changed the name of the Department of War to “Department 
of the Army” and the title of the Secretary of War to “Secretary of 
the Army”’. To avoid undue repetition, that section is not named as a 
source credit in particular revision notes. 

Source credits have been made as exact as possible, and in appro- 
priate cases they have been based on specific word-counts. For 
text appearing in amendatory acts, word-counts begin with the sub- 
stituted or added text, exclusive of catchlines, if any, and exclusive 
of such introductory language as “Section 501 is hereby amended to 
read as follows’. Each hyphenated word is counted as one word. 

Authorizations for appropriations that do not specify dollar limie 
tations have been omitted as surplusage. The frequency of omissions 
of this kind makes it more appropriate to note the fact here than to 
repeat it in each particular revision note. Similarly, the words 
“Puerto Rico, and the Canal Zone” have been inserted without 
specific explanation in many sections relating to the National Guard. 
This is to reflect the special definition of “Territory”, which appears 
in section 4c of the present title 32. 


9. Laws repealed 


To make a complete substitution of the new titles of the United 
States Code for the earlier laws relating to the same subjects, section 
= of the bill to enact the new titles expressly repeals the following 
aws: 

(a) All permanent laws that are codified in the new titles (see 
sections 1 and 2 of the bill) or are restated in the technical sec- 
tions of the bill (see sections 3-49). 

(b) All permanent laws relating to the subjects covered by the 
new titles, or heretofore codified in titles 10, 32, and 34, or 
chapters 3, 7, and 11B of title 5, that are obsolete, executed, 
or superseded (see Table 2A). This class includes laws that 
have been heretofore repealed by implication only, whether or 
not heretofore codified in those titles or elsewhere in the United 
States Code. 


10. Problems peculiar to the National Guard 


In the preparation of the new title 32, National Guard, special 
problems arose from the necessity of separating the Federal and State 
elements and of separating the Army and Air Force elements. 

Laws relating primarily to the Army National Guard of the United 
States or its Air Force counterpart, or to the Army National Guard 
while in the service of the United States or its Air Force counterpart, 
all of which are components of the Army or Air Force, were logically 
transferred to the new title 10, Armed Forces. Laws relating to the 
National Guard not in the service of the United States, which as a 
State organization is no part of the Federal armed forces, were allo- 
cated to the new title 32, National Guard. Unfortunately, the close 
connection between the Federal and State elements, and the fact 
that many of the topics are of direct concern to both the Federal 
government and the several States and Territories, made it impossible 
to draw a logical dividing line in every instance. The result is a 
practical compromise. 
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The more difficult problem was to divide the existing law into its 
Army and Air Force aspects. Although the creation of a separate 
Air Force involved splitting the National Guard of the United States 
into an Army National Guard of the United States and a separate 
Air National Guard of the United States, the division of the several 
National Guards as state organizations into their corresponding Army 
and Air elements was more complex. For this reason, provisions 
relating generally to the National Guard, and in which the differences 
between the Army and Air aspects are immaterial, have been couched 
‘in terms of ‘National Guard’’.. On the other hand, provisions relating. 
peculiarly to the Army or Air elements have been divided pe rs 
11. United States Marine Corps 

In considering the legislation relating to the Marine Corps, the 
committee was aware of the fact that a degree of distortion could 
result from the codification into one law of the many statutes con- 
cerning the Department of the Navy that have been enacted over 
the years and that were enacted under varied circumstances. One 
example of this, and one that the committee deems of such sig- 
nificance as to merit an explicit explanation, is Public Law 432, 80th 
Congress. That law, enacted in 1948, made certain changes in the 
organization of the Navy Department. It came to the attention of 
the committee, however, that that law could possibly be used as a 
basis for a claim that the Chief of Naval Operations exercises com- 
mand of all military elements within the Department of the Navy, 
including the Marine Corps and its Commandant. In other words, 
this law could be interpreted in such a manner as to subordinate the 
Commandant of the Marine Corps and the Marine Corps to the 
authority of the Chief of Naval Operations. 

In order that there will be no misunderstanding as a result of the 
codification of this law, the committee wishes to reiterate that it is 
not its purpose to bring about any substantive change in the present 
laws nor in any way to alter the traditional relationships that have 
existed between the Commandant of the Marine Corps and the 
Secretary of the Navy. A review of the legislative history of Public 
Law 432, the National Security Act of 1947, and Public Law 416 of 
the 82d Congress (which is an Act establishing, among other things, 
the relationship of the Commandant to the Joint Chiefs of Staff) 
clearly indicates that the Marine Corps is legally a separate and dis- 
tinct military service within the Department of the Navy, with 
individually assigned statutory responsibilities, and that the Com- 
mandant directs and administers the Marine Corps under the direct 
delegated command of the Secretary of the Navy. The committee 
hearings and reports on Public Law 416 particularly establish that 
there was no intention on the part of the Congress in enacting Public 
Law 432 to interpose the Chief of Naval Operations in the chain of 
command in any manner between the Commandant of the Marine 
Corps and the Secretary of the Navy. 

In its study of the matter, this committee sought and obtained the 
views of the chairman of the House Armed Services Committee, since 
that committee had jurisdiction over these laws at the time of their 
enactment. Immediately following is Chairman Vinson’s reply to 
this committee’s inquiry, together with copies of his earlier cor- 
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respondence with the Secretary of the Navy, stating the congres- 
sional intent with regard to Public Law 432. Also included are 
communications from the Department of the Navy and the Com- 
mandant of the Marine Corps which were originally set out in Senate 
Report No. 308, 82d Congress, in connection with Public Law 416. 
Both these communications and the correspondence of Chairman 
Vinson are in agreement that the United States Marine Corps is a 
separate service within the Department of the Navy and that Public 
Law 432 in no way interposes the Chief of Naval Operations between 
the Secretary of the Navy and the Commandant of the Marine Corps,

Dear Mr. CuarrMan: I have your letter of May 20 wherein you request my 
views on certain aspects of the bill, H. R. 6366. 

You are probably aware that my office has been furnished three copies of the 
bill which you propose to report. In this regard, I will have the committee staff 
examine the proposed legislation just as rapidly as time will permit, and give you 
my views on this legislative proposal. 

With specific reference to Public Law 432, I doubt that the authority of the 
Chief of Naval Operations with respect to the Marine Corps and its Commandant 
can be determined in the legislative history of that act except by implication. 
However, if you will examine Publie Law 416 of the 82d Congress, in connection 
with Publie Law 432, I am sure that the congressional intent will be quite clear. 

Public Law 416, 82d Congress, provided a statutory organization, for the first 
time, for the Marine Corps. It provided that the Marine Corps would consist 
of 3 combat divisions and 3 air wings. It further provided that the Commandant 
was authorized to participate in the activities of the Joint Chiefs of Staff, when 
that body was considering matters of primary concern to the Marine Corps, and 
that the Comnandant would have coequal status with other members of the Joint 
Chiefs of Staff when so participating. 

In my view, the foregoing provisions of law must be considered in determining 
the relationship of the Chief of Naval Operations to the Commandant of the 
Marine Corps and their respective relationships with the Secretary of the Navy. 

During the early part of last November I learned of a controversy within the 
Navy Department coneerning the respective authority of the Chief of Naval 
Operations and the Commandant of the Marine Corps. It seemed quite clear 
to me that an attempt was being made to interpret existing law in such a manner 
as to subordinate the Commandant and his exclusive command of the Marine 
Corps to the command authority of the Chief of Naval Operations. It ‘was 
. my opinion that any action of this nature would be at complete variance with 
the intent of existing law. 

As a result of the foregoing situation, I wrote to the Secretary of the Navy on 
November 16, 1954. On November 19, I received an interim response from the 
Under Secretary of the Navy, and on November 24, 1954, I received a response 
from the Secretary of the Navy. Copies of that correspondence are hereto 
attached and are self-explanatory on the point which you have raised. In addi- 
tion, I am attaching a copy of the committee hearings and committee report on 
Public Law 416, 82d Congress, with pertinent provisions underscored. After 
having examined this correspondence and these documents, I am sure you will 
fully agree with this committee’s interpretation of the congressional intent of 
this point. 

I appreciate the opportunity which you have afforded the committee to com- 
ment on the provisions of H. R. 6366 and the specific point which you have raised 
with reference to the Chief of Naval Operations and the Commandant of the 
Marine Corps. I trust that this response will be helpful to you in your further 
consideration of the matter.

~My Dear Mr. Secrerary: I have received your predecessor’s letter of Apri! 
27, 1954, in which he inclosed a copy of the report of the Committee on Organi- 
zation of the Department of the Navy. It was very thoughtful of him to send me 
a copy of this report which I have read with deep interest, and I should like to 
take this opportunity to comment on the proposed reorganization. 

* * * * * * * 


I was particularly interested in the chart of the Department of the Navy as 
set forth in page 39 of the committee report. This clear presentation will go 
far toward clarifying many points which, through the years, have been the 
source of some confusion with respect to the internal organization of your Depart- 
ment. Iam especially glad to see the clear-cut manner in which the chart sets 
forth the relationship of the Marine Corps and its Commandant to the Secretary 
of the Navy, his civilian assistants, and the rest of the Naval Establishment. 
I have felt for some time that clarification was needed in this area. The apparent 
confusion and lack of executive recognition of the functions assigned to the 
Marine Corps in the National Security Act were among the primary factors which 
led me, as chairman of the House Armed Services Committee, to hold extensive 
hearings on S. 677 (Public Law 416) during the 82d Congress. It is a matter 
of real satisfaction to note that the committee has arrived at the same conclusions 
which were arrived at by the House Armed Services Committee and which 
comprised the intent, and which conclusions were so clearly reflected in law; 
namely, that the Marine Corps is legally a separate and distinct military service 
within the Department of the Navy with individually assigned statutory responsi- 
bilities; and that the Commandant directs and administers the Marine Corps 
under the delegated command of the Secretary. To hold to any other view would 
obviously invite the justifiable criticism that the Navy had two representatives 
on the Joint Chiefs of Staff—which is not the case. 

Also, I concur in the chart’s very proper portrayal of the fact that the Chief 
of Naval Operations and the Commandant are both “command”’ assistants to 
the Secretary of the Navy for their respective services. This is a most important 
principle for only by clearly assigning such status to both the Chief of Naval 
Operations and the Marine Corps Commandant is it possible to maintain the 
proper distinction of their status and functions which are implicit in the provi- 
sions of the National Security Act. To permit one or the other to have authority 
over the internal organization of the service directed by the other would inevitably 
lead to accumulation of authority and power by one of those individuals and 
this, in turn, could conceivably have the very undesirable eventual result of 
reducing the actual overall authority of the Secretary of the Navy and his 
civilian executive assistants. Indefinite delineation of authority always leads 
to weakness and confusion. 

While the point is not reflected in the chart, I view with some concern the 
statement on page 10 of the report that Chief of Naval Operations is assigned ° 
responsibility for ‘“‘the task of ‘naval command’ of the Department of the Navy.” 
I am unable to recall any legal basis for such a grant of authority nor can I recall 
any statutes or regulations wherein the term ‘‘naval command” is defined and 
its meaning set forth, 

My interest ir this matter stems from the fact that this “naval command” 
responsibility might be interpreted as a status or degree of authority conferred by 
Public Law 432 of the 80th Congress. Furthermore, I am concerned about the 
Chief of Naval Operations’ purported ‘‘naval command” of the Department of 
the Navy in that such a theory conflicts with the effective civilian control of the 
military. In my opinion there is only one commander of the Department of the 
Navy and he is the President, who delegates this responsibility to the Secretary 
of the Navy. There can be no other commander of the Department of the Navy. 
My concern in this matter also stems from the fact that I have discerned, since 
the passage of Public Law 432, a tendency bv a few to misconstrue the intent and 
provisions of that act as granting to the Chief of Naval Operations a status of 
complete command authority, rather than the considerably more restrictive 
authority of ‘‘command” extending only to the operating forces of the Navy. 
I hope that this tendency is not an official one for, as you undoubtedly are aware, 
Public Law 432 was considered by the House Armed Services Committee as 
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pertaining primarily, if not completely, to the United States Navy per se, and I 
am certain that it was not intended in any way to alter the long-standing rela- 
tionships that have existed within the Department of the Navy between the 
Secretary of the Navy and his two principal military assistants, the Chief of 
Naval Operations and the Commandant of the Marine Corps, who direct, under 
his delegated command, their respective services.

Dear Mr. Secretary: Some weeks ago, I became aware of certain proposals 
under consideration which might have the effect of altering the status of the 
Marine Corps and its Commandant with the Department of the Navy. 

You are undoubtedly aware that I have had a long-standing interest in this 
subject. While I do not ha’ e the ad: antace of knowing the precise details of the 
discussions to date, the reports are disturbing. They indicate that an attempt 
is being made to alter, by administrati e action, the status of the Commandant 
in a manner which would give the Chief of Na\al Operations an element of 
control over the Marine Corps and its Commandant. 

My concern stems from the fact that the subordination of the Commandant of 
the Marine Corps to the Chief of Naval Operations, in any manner or degree, 
would be in direct violation of existing law, as I understand it. In this regard 
I think it pertinent to point out that I was the author of one of the bills in the 
House which culminated in Public Law 416, 82d Congress. Ha-ing conducted 
all of the hearings on the House side and having been a House conferee on the 
differing versions of the House and Senate bills, | am intimately acquainted with 
the provisions of the law and the congressional intent in connection with it. 

It seems to me that both the law and the legislative history are abundantly 
clear with respect to the status of the Commandant as a coequal participant in 
JCS matters directly concerning the Marine Corps. In my judgment, the 
issuance of any departmental order that would in any degree, directly or in- 
directly, interpose the Chief of Naval Operations between the Commandant of 
the Marine Corps and the JCS, would be an open -iolation of the law which is 
clear in its specific assienment of coequal status to the Commandant of the 
Marine Corps in the JCS. 

I had thought that the Congress had been so unmistakably clear in spelling out 
this relationship that the intent could not possibly be misinterpreted. That is 
still my feeling. But in view of the recurrent reports that some new interpreta- 
tion which, in mv oninion, would do violence to the intent of the law, is now under 
consideration, I fee] constrained to advise you that J would not hesitate to sponsor 
additional legislation which would leave no room for doubt as to the congressional 
understanding of the status of the Marine Corps and its Commandant within the 
Department of the Navy and the Department of Defense. 

There is one additional aspect of this matter which seems fundamental to me. 
That is the aspect of civilian control. I am sure you realize that any authority 
vested in the Commandant of the Marine Corps which might be delegated by 
administrative action to the Chief of Naval Operations, could only be accom- 
plished at the expense of the civilian control exercised by the Secretary of the Navy. 
To the degree that this might be accomnlished, civilian control has been subjugated 
to military control. Tam sure we will both agree that such action would be in 
derogation of tradition, public poliev, and law. 

I want to express the hope that the reports which T have received are not well 
founded. I would personally regret anv action which might require further con- 
gressional action on this point but, as I have herein before stated, | will not hesitate 
to undertake that action if the clearly expressed intent of Congress is not followed 
in this matter.

Dear Senator Kerauver: During hearings on April 17 on the bill S. 677 
before your subcommittee, it was requested that the Navy Department furnish 
a copy of correspondence exchanged between the Commandant of the Marine 
Corps and the Secretary of the Navy during the pendency before the Eightieth 
Congress of the bill H. R. 3432 which was later enacted as Public Law 432. 
copy of this correspondence is enclosed. 

As Admiral Sherman and I attempted to make clear to the subcommittee, and 
to Senator Douglas, during our testimony on April 17, the laws passed and the 
general orders issued since World War II do not interpose the Chief of Naval 
Operations in the administrative chain of responsibility between the Secretary 
and the Commandant, nor do they modify the historical relationship between 
the Secretary and the Commandant, 

The so-called naval command of the Chief of Naval Operations over the 
Naval Establishment is exercised only in his capacity as my principal naval 
executive, and only as necessary to obtain essential coordination of matters 
which must be coordinated by professional military officers (Navy and Marine 
Corps). It does not in any way alter the Commandant’s direct responsibility to 
rs Secretary of the Navy for the administration and efficiency of the Marine 

orps. 

Public Law 432 was a statutory enactment of the organization which was in 
effect prior to its approval under an Executive order issued pursuant to the First 
War Powers Act. ublic Law 432 made no change in the then existing status of 
the Marine Corps. It was unnecessary to change general orders then in effect, 
such as General Order No. 5, because Public Law 432 brought about no organiza- 
tional change. 

As a matter of actual practice, the Chief of Naval Operations and the Com- 
mandant of the Marine Corps work directly and effectively under and with the 
Secretary of the Navy, the Under Secretary of the Navy, and the Assistant 
Secretaries of the Navy in an informal atmosphere of cooperation. The coordi- 
nation and direction of the efforts of the bureaus and offices of the Navy Depart- 
ment are accomplished primarily by leadership and cooperation. 

It is requested that this letter be made a part of the record.

Subject: H. R. 3432, Kightieth Congress. 


1. Throughout the years in which the Marine Corps has existed as an integral 
part of the Naval Establishment, the Commandant of the Marine Corps has been 
directly responsible to the Secretary of the Navy for the administration and 
efficiency of the corps. This excellent relationship was not altered by the issuance 
of Executive Order 9635 under the temporary authority of the First War Powers 
Act. Although it is possible to interpret that order as interposing the Chief 
of Naval Operations in the administrative chain of responsibility between the 
Secretary and the Commandant, to my knowledge such an interpretation has 
never been sought. The possibility that it might some day be sought has been a 
source of concern to me, however, and my concern has been relieved only by 
recognition of the temporary nature of the order. 

2. Already apprehensive of the possible effects of Executive Order 9635, I was 
greatly disturbed to find that H. R. 3432 is drafted in such terms that it also can 
be interpreted as modifying the old direct relationship between the Secretary and 
the Commandant. In the light of my personal experience and association with 
the Secretary and the Chief of Naval Operations I am confident that H. R. 3432 
was not drafted with any such intention. Nevertheless, if the bill is enacted in its 
present form, and such an intention is not negated as a matter of record, the 
interpretation of which I am apprehensive may eventually be sought and applied. 
It is my sincere belief that such an eventuality would react to the detriment of 
the naval service. 

3. If H. R. 3432 were not already nearing the end of the legislative process, I 
would feel constrained to recommend that it be amended in such a Way as to 
reaffirm the Commandant’s direct responsibility to the Secretary for the adminis- 
tration and efficiency of the corps. Since the most favorable opportunity for 
such action has passed, I recommend instead that the Secretary, in reply to this 
letter, make it a matter of record that it is not the intent of the Navy Department, 
in seeking the enactment of H. R. 3432, to alter the old relationship. I further 
recommend that the old relationship be reaffirmed in the Navy Department 
general order which I presume will be issued in implementation of H. R. 3432.

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12. Legislation sponsored by Department of Defense 


This codification of general and permanent statutes governing the 
armed forces is part of the Department of Defense legislative pro- 
am for 1955 and has, of course, the approval of the Bureau of the 
udget. It was officially submitted to the Congress by way of an 
executive communication addressed to the Speaker of the House of 
Representatives on February 7, 1955, from the Office of the Assistant 
Secretary of Defense. That communication follows:

Dear Mr. Speaker: Transmitted herewith is a draft of legislation to enact 

rr 10, “‘Armed Forces’, and title 32, ‘‘National Guard’’, of the United States 
Jode. 

This is a codification of general and permanent statutes governing the armed 
forces. It is part of the Department of Defense legislative program for 1955, 
and the Bureau of the Budget has advised that there would be no objection to its 
transmittal to the Congress for consideration. It is recommended that this 
proposal be enacted. 

PURPOSE OF THE LEGISLATION 


The purpose of the proposed legislation is to restate in comprehensive and 
cohesive form the laws generally applicable to the armed forces, and to enact the 
restatement as titles 10 and 32 of the United States Code. This is necessary to 
eliminate obsolete and unnecessary laws, to establish a functional arrangement of 
the remaining laws, to eliminate overlaps and inconsistencies, to remove ambigu- 
ities, and to standardize terminology and style. 

In August 1947 the War Department Policies and Program Board reported 
that the laws governing the Army were “‘archaic and have been amended so many 
times that extensive legal research is often required to settle even a relatively 
minor question of statutory interpretation.”” Since these comments applied 
equally to laws relating to the Navy and the Air Force, a general program of 
military codification was initiated in 1948. The proposed legislation is the result. 

This project is part of a larger undertaking begun by Congress in 1946 which 
has resulted in the revision and enactment of approximately 12 of the 50 titles 
in the United States Code. This bill has been drafted with the approval and 
assistance of the House Committee on the Judiciary and with the approval of 
the Senate Committee on the Judiciary. 

The proposed bill is intended to be a restatement of existing law of general 
significance. It is not designed to change in any respect the substance of that 
law; substantive improvements in existing law have not been included but have 
been reserved for future consideration in appropriate instances. 


COST AND BUDGET DATA 


It is anticipated that the only costs incident to the enactment of this legislation 
would be those normally involved in the enactment of any legislation; i. e., the 
cost of printing and disseminating the new law and the cost of adjusting related 
regulations and other documents, where appropriate, to the text of the restatement. 
Beyond these there would be no costs since the legislation would neither enlarge 
nor reduce any existing program or function.

The definitions in clauses (3), (15), (18)—(21), (23)—(29), and 
(31)—(33) reflect the adoption of terminology which, though undefined 
in the source statutes restated in this title, represents the closest 
practicable approximation of the ways in which the terms defined 
have been most commonly used.

The words “his retired grade’ are substituted for the words “perma- 
nent grade held at time of retirement” to reflect the right to bigher 
retired grade when qualified under other provisions of law. 10:941a

The Act of Mar. 3, 1871, established five grades in the Medical Corps 
of which two, medical director and medical inspector, were higher 
than the grade of surgeon. Medical directors were given the relative 
rank of captain, medical inspectors the relative rank of commander, 
and surgeons the relative rank of lieutenant commander or lieutenant. 
The 1871 Act further provided that chiefs of bureaus might be ap- 
pointed from officers having the relative rank of captain in the staff 
corps. This provision was probably intended to insure that the 
assignment of new grades and titles to senior staff corps officers should 
not be construed as a bar to their appointment as bureau chiefs. 
However, it was interpreted by the Commissioners who drafted the 
Revised Statutes as setting up a new category of officers from which 
bureau chiefs could be appointed, and it was therefore stated, in R. S. 
421, as an alternative to each of the other categories specified for the 
various Bureaus in the 1862 Act and reenacted in R. S. 422-426. 
Thus the Chief of the Bureau of Medicine and Surgery could be ap- 
pointed from surgeons, who had the relative rank of lieutenant com- 
mander or lieutenant in the Medical Corps, or from officers having 
the relative rank of captain in the Medical Corps, Pay Corps, or 
Engineer Corps. Section 405 of the Officer Personnel Act of 1947 
(34 U. S. C. 10a) abolished the grade of surgeon and other staff corps 
grades and replaced them with grades having the same titles as the 
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grades and ranks in the line. Officers who were “surgeons” are now 
‘Jieutenant commanders and lieutenants in the Medical Corps.”’ If 
this literal translation is made in R. S. 426 and the eligibility of all 
staff corps captains, as stated in R. S. 421, is retained, an absurd 
result is reached; i. e., lieutenants, lieutenant commanders, and 
captains in the Medical Corps are eligible for appointment as Chief 
of the Bureau of Medicine and Surgery; but commanders and rear 
admirals in that corps are ineligible; captains, but not rear admirals, 
in other staff corps are eligible by virtue of their rank alone, regardless 
of their lack of training in medicine. It appears, therefore, that the 
only reasonable meaning that can be given to R. 5. 421 and 426 at 
the present time is that the Chief of the Bureau of Medicine and 
Surgery must be an officer of the Medical Corps. 

In subsection (b) the words “Deputy Chief of the Bureau”’ are sub- 
stituted for the words “assistant to the Bureau” for uniformity. The 
words “‘An officer on the active list of the Navy in the Medical Corps”’ 
are substituted for the words “A surgeon, assistant surgeon, or passed 
assistant surgeon” to conform to present statutory terminology and 
to describe clearly the class of officers eligible for detail under this 
subsection. When the source statute was enacted there was no class 
of officers exactly corresponding to officers of the present Naval 
Reserve, and retired officers could be called to active duty only in 
time of war, so that the detailing of an officer not on the active list 
as assistant to the bureau chief was probably not contemplated. 
Further, since the assistant or deputy must at times perform the duties 
of the chief, it is reasonable to assume that he was intended to be in 
the same category of officers. Later statutes relating to the Assistant 
Chiefs of the Bureau of Aeronautics and the Bureau of Ships, enacted 
at a time when there were Reserve oflicers and when retired officers 
could be called to duty at any time with their consent, specify that 
the assistant chiefs shall be officers on the active list.

34 U. S. C. 685a is exhausted with the codification of provisions 
relating to the Commandant of the Marine Corps, as this section is 
identical with 5 U. S. C. 425a which was used as source credit for 
other offices concerned. 

In subsection (a) the existence of the office of Commandant is stated 
positively. The office was first created by the Act of June 30, 1834, 
ch. 132, 4 Stat. 712, and its continued existence has been recognized 
in the enactment of the Revised Statutes (R. 5. 1601) and in subse- 
quent statutes, the most recent of which (Jan. 20, 1942, ch. 10, 56 
Stat. 10) is here codified. This treatment brings the Marine Corps 
provision into uniformity with those establishing various offices in 
the Navy. The words “unless sooner relieved’’ are omitted as sur- 
plusage. The power to remove an officer from an executive office, 
without specific statutory authority, is beyond question. The reten- 
tion of the quoted language here would place in doubt the removal 
power in the case of the many other offices of the Department estab- 
lished by laws not specifically providing that power. Since the quoted 
language does not indicate, nor has it been interpreted as meaning, 
that the power to relieve vests in any one other than the appointing 
power, the language is unnecessary. 

In subsection (b) the rank of the Commandant is stated affirma- 
tively to be the rank of general. The grade of general was established 
in the Marine Corps by section 2 of the Act of Mar. 23, 1946, ch. 112, 
60 Stat. 59, which gave the grade to the officer who served as Com- 
mandant between named dates. Its existence in the Marine Corps 
is recognized by the Career Compensation Act of 1949 and the Officer 
Personnel Act of 1947. There is, therefore, no necessity of stating 
the rank of the Commandant in terms corresponding to Army rank. 
The provision relating to the pay and allowances of the Commandant 
is omitted as surplusage, since the Career Compensation Act of 1949 
prescribes the pay and allowances of officers serving in the rank of 
general.

Section 1 of the Act of July 1, 1947, a 189 (34 U.S. C. 625c) and 
§ 404 of the Officer Personnel Act of 1947 (34 U.S. C. 211e), respec- 
tively, authorize the designation of Marine Corps officers for supply 
duty only and for limited duty only. Both acts make it clear, how- 
ever, that officers so designated continue to be line officers. Since all 
officers now on the active list of the Marine Corps are line officers, 
use of the word “‘line’’ to describe them is redundant. Furthermore, 
to speak of line officers of the Marine Corps could give rise to the 
erroneous inference that a category of officers other than line exists 
in the corps. For these reasons the word “line” is not used in this 
subtitle in connection with Marine Corps officers. 

Officers designated for limited duty or for supply duty are ineligible 
to command or to succeed to command, and in that respect they are 
like the staff officers of former times. In this section and in others 
based on statutes in which the word “line’”’ is used to distinguish 
officers eligible to command from officers not so eligible, the words 
“not restricted in the performance of duty’’ are substituted for the 
word “line’’. 

The title of the assistant to the Commandant is stated as “Assistant

The term “authorized strength” is defined in § 101 of this title to 
mean “the largest number of members authorized to be in an armed 
force, a component, a branch, a grade, or any other category of the 
armed forces”. As so defined, “authorized strength’? has the same 
meaning as “authorized number” has in the provisions of law codified 
in this chapter relating to the numbers of officers in various categories 
(line, the several staff corps, women) that may be on the active list of 
the Navy. Inthis chapter, therefore, the words “authorized strength” 
are substituted for the words “authorized number’. This provides a 
statement of the Navy law that, without changing its meaning, is 
consistent with the definition in subtitle A and parallels the state- 
ments, in subtitles B and D, of the laws relating to the strength of the 
Army and the Air Force. 

In addition, the substitution of “authorized strength”’ for ‘“author- 
ized number” in this chapter, together with the substitution of 
“prescribed number” for “authorized number’”’ in chapter 533, Dis- 
tribution in Grade, removes an ambiguity. As previously stated, 
“authorized number’’, in the provisions codified in this chapter, means 
& maximum that may not be exceeded but need never be attained. 
In the provisions codified in chapter 533 the same term means a 
number that is both a maximum and a minimum. The use of one 
term in two different senses in two successive chapters of one law is 
obviously undesirable. The single ambiguous term is_ therefore 
abandoned and in each of the two chapters a different phrase, médre 
descriptive of the meaning intended, is used. As to the use of “pre- 
scribed number” see also § 5441 of this title and the revision note on 
that section.

Section 5441 


This section is derived from the distribution-in-grade provisions of 
the Officer Personnel Act of 1947. It is inserted here to show clearly 
what is meant by the “authorized number’ of officers in a grade as used 
in the distribution-in-grade sections of the Officer Personnel Act. 
“Prescribed number”’ is substituted for “authorized number’’ because 
the latter, as used in other provisions of law, means simply the maxi- 
mum number of persons authorized to be in a designated category. As 
used in the distribution-in-grade provisions of the Officer Personnel 
Act the term means not only the maximum number of officers that 
may be in a particular grade, but also the number of officers that 
should be maintained in that grade. It places not only a ceiling but 
a floor on the number of officers for the grade concerned. This is 
accomplished by establishing vacancies when the actual number of 
officers in the grade concerned falls below the “authorized’’ or, as 
used here, the ‘prescribed’? number. Where there is a prescribed 
number for a grade, an officer should, in the absence of other con- 
trolling provisions of law, be promoted to that grade to fill an existing 
vacancy, as of the date on which the vacancy occurred. In this 
manner, at least constructively, the prescribed number is maintained. 
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There is no source for the section because the Officer Personnel Act 
did not attempt specifically to define “authorized number’ in this 


context. 


The meaning of the term is derived only from understanding 


the effect given it throughout the Officer Personnel Act and from the 
imperative requirements of sections 103, 203, and 303 of the Act.

In subsection (h), clauses (1) and (2) are derived from the second 
and third provisos of 34 U.S. C. 5a (g), and clause (3) is derived from 
34 U.S. C. 285a. The words “the prescribed number. . . is tem- 
porarily increased’”’ are substituted for the words “the authorized 
numbers . . . may be temporarily exceeded”. This change is 
necessitated by the statement in § 5441 of this title to the effect that 
vacancies occur whenever the actual number of officers in a grade 
falls below the prescribed number for that grade. Since officers in the 
categories described in clauses (1) through (3) must be counted in 
determining the actual number, an increase in the actual number so 
occasioned must be accompanied by an equal increase in the pre- 
cribed number in order to achieve the result intended by the source 
statutes, that is, that the same number of vacancies will occur as 
would have occurred had there been no increase ivi the actual number. 

Subsection (i) is phrased so as to give effect to all three of the cited 
provisions. Section 9 of the Act of July 24, 1941, provides that, in 
computations to determine the authorized number of officers in any 
grade, officers temporarily appointed or promoted under the 1941 
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Act shall be counted in their permanent grade. The 1941 Act was 
war-time legislation designed to permit the necessary fleeting up 
during the war-time expansion of forces without disturbing the per- 
manent distribution-in-grade structure to which return would be 
made upon demobilization. From. 1941 until the enactment of the 
Officer Personnel Act of 1947, the 1941 Act provided the only authority 
for temporary promotions and there were no permanent provisions of 
law prescribing distribution in grade other than distribution in 
permanent grade. 

The Officer Personnel Act of 1947 contained, in Titles I and II, 
new provisions as to distribution of permanent regular officers in 
permanent grade, effective on the date of enactment of the Act, and 
systems of promotion, separation, and retirement of those officers, 
which were not to become operative until the expiration of Title IIT. 
Title III, which as originally enacted was to expire not later than 
January 1, 1957, contained provisions as to the distribution in grade 
of all officers of the grade of ensign or above on active duty and 
provisions for the temporary promotion of these officers. Section 
302 (i) of the Act provides that, for computations under Titles I and 
II, permanent regular officers shall be counted in their permanent 
grades and for computations under Title III shall be counted in their 
temporary grades. However, Title III provides that permanent 
regular officers selected for temporary promotion or temporarily 
promoted under that Title may be permanently promoted to fill 
vacancies in the permanent grade structure as determined by com- 
putations under Titles I and II. There are also provisions for the 
permanent promotion of reserve officers under Title III. It is obvious, 
therefore, that for the purpose of computations under Title III, all 
officers, permanent or temporary, regular or reserve, must be 
counted in the grade in whisk. thar are serving pursuant to Title III, 
regardless of whether they hold permanent or temporary appoint- 
ments therein. This is borne out by § 302 (b) which provides that 
in Title III military titles shall be held to describe officers serving in 
the grade concerned, and officers holding permanent appointments 
in one grade and temporary appointments in @ higher grade shall be 
considered as serving in the higher grade. An exception is made in 
§ 302 (b) as to officers serning the grades of admiral, vice admiral, 
general, and lieutenant general under §§ 413 and 415 of the Act and 
as to officers serving under similar appointments for periods of limited 
duration. These officers are to be counted in the grades they would 
hold if they had not received such appointments, i. e., the grades 
they hold under Title III. 

Section 304 of the Officer Personnel Act of 1947 provided for the 
establishment of lineal lists of officers on active duty and for their 
appointment in permanent and temporary grades in numbers pre- 
scribed by the distribution-in-grade provisions of Titles I, I], and 
III. In most cases this resulted in confirming in terms of Title III 
the temporary appointments held under the Act of July 24, 1941. 
The latter appointments would have expired six months after the end 
of the war if not so confirmed. 

Section 304 (n) of the Officer Personnel Act of 1947 provided that 
no further appointments should be made under the 1941 Act except 
in a future war or emergency. Since the Officer Personnel Act in 
effect converted all existing temporary appointments into Title III 
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appointments and banned further use of the 1941 Act, there was no 
necessity at that time to make any provision for determining in 
what grade to count an officer who holds, for example, a permanent 
appointment in one grade, a temporary Title III appointment in the 
next higher grade, and a temporary appointment under the 1941 
Act in a still higher grade. 

The Act of June 30, 1951, ch. 196, 65 Stat. 108, amended Title III 
of the Officer Personnel Act of 1947, making that Title permanent 
law, effective whenever there are any temporary or reserve officers 
on active duty in the line of the Navy, but authorizing the President 
to suspend any of its provisions relating to lieutenants and lieu- 
tenants (junior grade). The 1951 Act also amended § 304 (n) by au- 
sng the President to suspend the prohibition of use of the 1941 
Act. e authorized suspensions were made and temporary promo- 
tions in grades up to lieutenant commander were effected, during 
the next two or three years, under the 1941 Act. This raised the 
question of whether promotions under the 1941 Act are to be dis- 
regarded for the purpose of computations under Title III and for the 
purpose of determining eligibility for consideration for promotion 
under that Title. 

Since the 1941 Act is a war-time measure designed for strict] 
temporary use, it may be presumed that it was not intended to distur 
the under ying permanent law. It specifically provided that it should 
not disturb the permanent grade structure, which was the only grade 
structure prescribed by law at the time of its enactment. It has been 
administrativel eo ow as not affecting the grade distribution 
prescribed by Title III. That this interpretation has been accepted 
by Congress is shown by the Act of July 18, 1954, ch. 311, 68 Stat. 
256, which amends § 304 of the Officer Personnel Act of 1947 so as 
to provide that the President may affirm the recent temporary 
a a gre made under the 1941 Act and that appointments so 
affirmed shall thereafter be regarded as having been made under 
Title III of the Officer Personnel Act. This amendment would not 
have been necessary if Congress had not considered that, without 
it, promotions under the 1941 Act would be disregarded for the 
purposes of Title ITI.

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The Act of July 24, 1941, ch. 320, as amended (34 U. S. C. 350 et 
seq.), and § 413 of the Officer Personnel Act of 1947 (34 U.S. C. 211d) 
provide for the temporary appointment of officers to grades up to 
and including admiral. Staff corps officers, women officers, and 
reserve Officers are not excluded from the operation of the provisions 
of the 1941 Act. Since authority exists for the appointment of 
officers of any category in any grade in the Navy, the existence of 
every grade in the several staff corps and in the Naval Reserve is 
recognized, and the restriction of these grades to the active list of the 
line is removed. 

The grade of Fleet. Admiral is omitted inasmuch as the law author- 
izing appointments in this grade was limited. 

In subsection (a) the words ‘‘above the grade of chief warrant 
officer, W-4”’ are inserted for clarity. 

Subsection (c) is added to make clear the fact that an officer serving 
in a position, such as chief of bureau, which entitles him to the rank, 
pay, and allowances of a rear admiral of the upper half ranks rear 
admirals receiving the pay and allowances of the lower half even 
though he has not been appointed to the grade of rear admiral or, 
if so appointed, is in the lower half. A statement of this fact is 
necessary to give full effect to 5 U. S. C. 441 which provides that 
chiefs of bureaus of the Navy Department and the Judge Advocate 
General of the Navy, while so serving, shall have “corresponding 
rank and shall receive the same pay and allowances... as... 
chiefs of bureaus of the War Department and the Judge Advocate 
General of the Army”. The rank so conferred, corresponding to the 
Army rank of major general, is rear admiral of the upper half. In 
§§ 5133 and 5148 of this title, based on 5 U.S. C. 441, the reference 
to the Army rank is eliminated and the corresponding Navy rank 
is substituted. The substitution is made because, as stated in the 
revision notes on those sections, the creation of the Department of 
the Air Force and the reorganization of the Department of the Army 
make it impracticable to continue to relate Navy Department posi- 
tions to former War Department positions. This treatment of 5 
U.S. C. 441 does not, however, completely cover the question of the 
rank, in relation to other officers in the Navy and other services, of 
a captain or rear admiral of the lower half who by virtue of his position 
becomes entitled to the rank, pay, and allowances of a rear admiral 
of the upper half. Under 34 U.S. C. 241a officers holding commissions 
in the grade of rear admiral rank with major generals if entitled 
to the pay of the upper half and with brigadier generals if entitled 
to the pay of the lower half. Under 5 U.S. C. 441 bureau chiefs and 
the Judge Advocate General rank with major generals regardless of the 
grade in which they hold commissions and, therefore, also rank all 
officers of the Navy who are ranked by major generals. This fact, 
obscured by the substitution of Navy rank in the codification of 5 
U.S. C. 441, is set out in subsection (c).

In subsection (a) the word “maintain” is substituted for the word 
“establish”. Since the Secretary is required to add officers to the 
lineal list after its original establishment, it is apparent that Congress 
intended the list to be continually maintained. 

Subsection (d) is added to make it clear that promotions or appoint- 
ments under the Act of July 24, 1941, ch. 320, 55 Stat. 603 (34 U.S.C. 
350-350k), do not affect an officer’s position on the lineal list estab- 
lished under Title III of the Officer Personnel Act of 1947. (See 
discussion in the revision note on § 5442(i) of this title.) 

Subsections (f) and (g) are expanded in the interest of clarity and 
completeness. Section 304 of the Officer Personnel Act of 1947, as 
amended (34 U. S. C. 211a), provides that each lineal list shall con- 
stitute the order of seniority of officers on the list as of the date of 
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establishment of the list. By military usage the order in which officers’ 
names appear on such a list determines the order in which they take 
precedence, i. e., their relative rank. Subsection (f) so states. The 
principal purpose of the establishment of the lineal lists, however, 
was not to determine relative rank but to provide a starting point for 
the operation of the promotion and elimination systems established 
by the Officer Personnel Act of 1947. For the purpose of these 
systems officers who rank with rear admirals of the upper half or major 

enerals by virtue of ‘their appointment to such offices as chief of 

ureau or Judge Advocate General, and who have not been regularly 
promoted to the grade of rear admiral or major general, are neces- 
sarily placed on the lineal lists in accordance with their actual grades, 
dates of rank in grade, and seniority in grade, without regard to the 
higher rank accorded them. The rank of such officers, unlike that of 
other officers, is independent of their position on the list, because it is 
otherwise provided for bylaw. Similarly any officer who holds the grade 
of rear admiral or major general, but who was promoted to that grade 
after his appointment to such an office as chief of bureau, ranks 
among other rear admirals or major generals according to the date 
of his appointment as bureau chief or similar official instead of in 
accordance with his date of rank in grade. (See Melling, Laws 
Relating to the Navy, Annotated (1921), p. 370.) Subsection (g) 
states this exception to the general rule stated in subsection (f). 

In subsection (h) the provisions of R. 8S. 1483 and R.S. 1521 relating 
to the determination of precedence of Naval Academy graduates 
upon commissioning are not separately stated, inasmuch as they are 
included within the broader provisions of section 6 (d) of the Act of 
Aug. 13, 1946, ch. 962 (34 U.S. C. 1020e (d)).. Under the 1946 Act 
the precedence of both Naval Academy graduates and officers ap- 
pointed from other educational institutions is determined in the same 
manner as that prescribed by the Revised Statutes for Naval Academy 
graduates only. 

In subsection (k) (4) the words “assigned to active duty for train- 
ing’ are inserted because § 302 (a) of the Officer Personnel Act of 
1947 (34 U.S. C. 3c (a)) makes Title III of that act inapplicable to 
reserve officers on training duty. In clause (5) the words “appointed 
under section 5590 of this title’ and in clause (6) the words “‘and other 
than reserve officers appointed under section 5581 of this title’ are 
added to avoid excluding from the lineal lists women officers appointed 
under authority of the Act of June 24, 1952, ch. 457 (84 U.S. C. 21e). 
The Women’s Armed Services Integration Act of 1948 provided that 
Title III of the Officer Personnel Act of 1947 should not be applicable 
to women officers of the Regular Navy or the Naval Reserve other 
than officers in the Nurse Corps.

The words “in the Regular Navy” are substitut@éd for the words 
“in the Navy” contained in 34 U.S. C. 181, and the words ‘‘in the 
Regular Marine Corps” are substituted for the words “in the Marine 
Corps” contained in 34 U. S. C. 692, as these provisions are so inter- 
preted. Section 227 of the Armed Forces Reserve Act of 1952 (50 
U.S. C. 951), codified in § 511 of this title, carries related provisions 
covering the reserve components. The words ‘Regular Navy” and 
“Regular Marine Corps” are substituted for the words “Regular 
Naval Establishment” in 34 U. S. C. 188. The word “re-enlisted” 
is omitted as surplusage as included in the word “enlisted”. The 
proviso in 34 U. S. C. 188 is omitted as executed. The provision 
regarding proportionate benefits for discharge and reenlistment in 
34 U. S. C. 181 and 34 U. S. C. 692 is omitted as unnecessary as this 
subject is now covered by § 207 of the Career Compensation Act of 
1949 (37 U.S. C. 238). 

This section prohibits enlistments of women for duration of minority 
in the Regular Navy and in the Regular Marine Corps, regardless of 
age, and of men in the Regular Navy, unless they are under 18 years 
of age. 34 U.S.C. 181 and 692 (Act of August 18, 1941, ch. 364, § 
1, 55 Stat. 629) provide for enlistments for duration of minority in 
the Regular Navy and Regular Marine Corps without restrictions. 
However, in 26 Comp. Gen. 284, Oct. 31, 1946, it is held that the 
Act of August 18, 1941, supra, allowing enlistments for minority, 
does not supersede R. S. 1418, as amended (34 U. S. C. 182), but 
that the latter mentioned act restricts the application of the former 
so that enlistments for duration of minority in the Regular Navy 
may be made only of persons under 18 of age, and that persons under 
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18 years of age may enlist only for that period. This restriction, 
limiting minority enlistments to persons under 18 years of age and 
limiting persons under 18 years of age to minority enlistments, does 
not apply to the Marine Corps. The words of R. S. 1418, as to the 
scope of the enlistments concerned, are “in the Navy’’. While some 
earlier decisions indicated that this section applies to the Marine 
Corps under the mechanics of R. S. 1621, the later opinions held that 
the latter section relates only to matters of discipline. This view was 
upheld by the repeal of R. S. 1621 upon the enactment of the Uniform 
Code of Military Justice. Enlistments for duration of minority in 
the Marine Corps are authorized by 34.U. S. C. 692 from persons 
who are at least 14 years of sge. If under 18 years of age, they must, 
under R. S. 1419, have their parents’ consent, but the restriction 
of R. S. 1418 does not apply. 

Enlistments for duration of minority of women in the Regular 
Navy are prohibited by 34 U. S. C. 105 (Act of June 12, 1948, ch. 
449, § 201, 62 Stat. 363) which provides that women may not be 
enlisted if under 18 years of age and that enlistments of women are 
otherwise governed by provisions authorizing enlistment of men. 

Women are prohibited from enlisting for minority in the Regular 
Marine Corps, as under 34 U. S. C. 625h (a) (Act of June 12, 1948, 
supra) the enlistment of women in the Regular Marine Corps is 
governed by the provisions of law authorizing the enlistment of 
women in the Regular Navy, “except as may be necessary to adapt 
said provisions to the Marine Corps”. It is not considered that this 
is an instance which requires any adaptation to the Marine Corps; 
hence, as the law relating to the enlistment of women in the Regular 
Navy does not allow enlistments for minority, there can be no such 
enlistments in tlfe Regular Marine Corps.

The prohibition in 34 U.S. C. 162 against the expenditure of appro- 
priations for recruiting minors for certain grades unless certain condi- 
tions are met is written simply as a prohibition against enlisting 
minors in current corresponding grades unless such conditions are 
met, as it is so interpreted.

The act from which this provision is derived creates a naval reserve, 
and distinguishes reservists from members of “the Navy’’ throughout.

In subsection (a) the provision of 34 U.S. C. 183 that an enlistment 
is not complete until time lost for certain reasons is ‘‘made good”’ is 
restated to conform to interpretation and practice by providing that 
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an enlistment is extended for such period of time. The words “naval 
service’’ are substituted for the words ‘(Navy or Marine Corps” and 
the words “period of more than one day” are substituted for the 
words “time in excess of one day” for clarity. The words “from 
other misconduct’”’ are substituted for the words “other misconduct” 
to preserve the interpretation that the time must be lost from injury, 
sickness, or disease resulting from misconduct and not simply lost 
from misconduct. The word ‘member’ is substituted for the word

In subsection (b) the word ‘ship’ is omitted as surplusage; the 
word “member” is substituted for the word “man”; and the words 
“for a period of more than one day” are substituted for the words 
“more than one day” to conform to the interpretation, which pre- 
cludes application where there is an accumulation of periods of one 
day or less.

The words ‘‘on and after December 12, 1941’’ are omitted as un- 
necessary ; the word “‘member’”’ is substituted for the word ‘“man”’; the 
words “naval service’ are substituted for the words ‘Navy and 
Marine Corps of the United States”; and the words “‘on active duty” 
are substituted for the words “in the active service’.

181a was to notify the person enlisting that he could, under certain 
circumstances, be held beyond his obligated term. This power of the 
Secretary is a unilateral power to modify the contract by which the 
enlistee binds himself to serve. It is a power that is in conflict with 
the express terms of the contract and, if exercised, it imposes service 
on the enlistee for which he did not contract. He is entitled to notice of 
the power. The other matters in 34 U.S. C. 181 are matters extrinsic 
to the contract of enlistment. Notice to the enlistee is not necessary 
to provide him with the benefits which they provide, and there appears 
to be no more reason why these matters should be written into the 
contract than any other matters automatically benefiting him.

In subsection (a) the words “from the date of expiration of the then 
existing term of enlistment’’ are omitted. It is considered that the 
subsection as written clearly shows that the period of extension must 
follow immediately after the end of the obligated term, and that the 
words are therefore surplusage.

In subsection (a) the words ‘“‘the senior officer present afloat’’ are 
substituted for the words “the commanding officer of any fleet, squad- 
ron, or vessel acting singly’ to modernize the terminology. At the 
time of the enactment of the Revised Statutes the word “squadron” 
meant an organization of any number of vessels more than one, so 
that all cases were covered by R. S. 1422. The concept of “senior 
officer present afloat’’, today, covers as nearly as possible the current 
equivalent of the concept in the original section. The words “in 
foreign waters” are inserted to conform to the interpretation of the 
Supreme Court in Wilkes v. Dinsman, 7 How.

REVISION OF TITLES 10 AND 32, U. 8S. CODE 377 


Section 5571 


This section is based on R. S. 1428 (34 U.S. C. 211), which provides 
that the officers of vessels of the United States shall in all cases be 
citizens of the United States. The Department of the Navy has 
consistently regarded R. S. 1428 as requiring that all officers of the 
Navy be citizens of the United States and has held that citizenship 
is not only a condition precedent to appointment in the Navy but also 
a qualification necessary in order to continue holding office therein. 
(See Melling, Laws Relating to the Navy, Annotated, 1921 ed., pp. 
571-572.) Early laws relating to appointments in the line, Medical 
Corps, Supply Corps, Chaplain Corps, and Civil Engineer Corps do 
not specify that citizenship is a prerequisite, whereas in more recent 
legislation relating to appointments in the Dental Corps, Medical 
Service Corps, and Nurse Corps, and to the appointment of women 
in the line and staff corps, the citizenship requirement is spelled out. 
The simultaneous enactment of restatements of these provisions of 
law, some sections including the citizenship requirement and others 
omitting it, could give rise to the erroneous implication that non- 
citizens were eligible for appointment under the sections that did not 
specifically exclude them. R. S. 1428 is reproduced in § 6019 of this 
title, and its effect will be retained, but in order to avoid possible 
confusion, its accepted meaning with relation to all appointments of 
officers in the Regular Navy is set out here and the citizenship require: 
ment is not spelled out in any of the other sections of this chapter. 

R. S. 1428 was formerly interpreted as requiring that reserve as 
well as regular officers be citizens. However, § 217 of the Armed 
Forces Reserve Act of 1952 (50 U. S. C. 941), codified in § 591 of this 
title, authorizes the appointment in the reserve components not only 
of citizens but also of non-citizens who have had prior service or who 
have declared their intent to become citizens. Thus R. S. 1428 no 
longer precludes the appointment of non-citizens as reserve officers, 
although it does prohibit their serving on vessels of the United States. 
It also prohibits the employment of aliens as officers on any public 
or private vessel of the United States. There is an identical citizen- 
ship requirement for officers of vessels of United States registry in 
R. S. 4131 (46 U.S. C. 221). R.S. 1428, however, covers all United 
States vessels, including those also covered by R. S. 4131.

in certain corps in the grade of ensign are not authorized; and because 
the appointment of recent Naval Academy graduates in the grade of 
lieutenant (junior grade) in any staff corps in which initial appoint- 
ments cannot be made in the grade of ensign has never been contem- 
plated.

The first proviso of 34 U.S. C: 12 is omitted as executed. The state-

The effect of 34 U. S. C. 22 and 23 is not only to prescribe the 
qualifications for appointment to the grade of assistant surgeon in the 
Medical Corps but also to authorize appointments in that corps and to 
restrict original appointments to the grade specified. Subsection (a) 
is worded accordingly. The words “lieutenant (junior grade)” are 
substituted for the words “‘assistant surgeon’’ as required by § 405 
of the Officer Personnel Act of 1947 (34 U.S. C. 10a), which abolished 
the former staff corps grades and established, in each staff corps, 
grades corresponding to those in the line.

Subsection (c) is restricted to appointments in the Regular Navy, 
as the source is so interpreted. Independent authority to make 
appointments in the Naval Reserve in any staff corps is contained in 
the Armed Forces Reserve Act of 1952.

In subsection (a) the application to the Marine Corps is set out and 
§ 4 (a) of the Act of Aug. 10, 1946, ch. 952, 60 Stat. 994, is integrated 
in the subsection.

Subsection (a) combines the provisions of §§ 201, 204, and 213 (a) 
of the Women’s Armed Services Integration Act of 1948 (34 U.S. C.

In subsection (d) the date of entitlement is stated in the terms 
used in 34 U.S. C. 306f (b), (1), i. e., as the date on which the running 
mate of the staff corps officer in the higher grade became eligible for 
promotion. In 34 U. 8S. C. 307 (0) the date is stated to be that on 
which the staff corps officer herself became eligible for promotion. 
However, that subsection also provides that the staff corps officer is 
eligible for promotion when the officer who is to be her running mate 
in the higher grade is so eligible. Thus the rule stated in the two 
sources is the same. 

In subsection (e) the words “the date on which the President ap- 
proved the report of the selection board that recommended him for 
promotion”’ are substituted for the words “the date of his selection 
for promotion” for clarity. Officers are regarded as “‘selected”” when 
the President approves the report of the selection board, as provided 
in 34 U.S. C. 306f (b) (1) (1st sentence), codified in section 5773 of 
this title.

The words “failed of selection” are words of’art. As this section 
shows, they do not describe all officers who havef[in fact been con- 
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sidered for promotion and have not been selected. On the other 
hand, they may also be used to describe officers who have not actually 
failed of selection. (See § 5777 and § 5865 of this title.) The fiction 
is employed, as indicated in §§ 5764 and 5765 of this title, to control 
the rate of attrition. The provisions of the Officer Personnel Act 
of 1947 relating to the retirement and discharge of officers who have 
twice “failed of selection” are codified in chapter 573 of this title. 

In subsection (b), the second sentence is added in the interest of 
sr eT and clarity. 

The fourth proviso in 34 U.S. C. 306d (b) (1), source for subsec- 
tions (c) and (d), excepts lieutenant commanders and lieutenants in 
the Nurse Corps from its provisions. It does not indicate when, if 
ever, these officers are considered as having failed of selection. The 
fact that they are never so considered is apparent, however, since the 
Officer Personnel Act of 1947 does not provide for their involuntary 
retirement or discharge for having failed. Subsection (d) is worded 
accordingly. 

Subsection (e) is added in the interest of completeness and clarity. 
Section 207 (a) of the Women’s Armed Services Integration Act of 
1948 (34 U.S. C. 410r (a)) makes the provisions of the Officer Person- 
nel Act of 1947 relating to the retirement and discharge of officers 
for failure of selection inapplicable to women officers appointed under 
the 1948 Act. While it does not specifically state that there are no 
promotion zones for women officers and that they are never considered 
as having failed of selection, it has that effect because the zones and 
the concept of “having failed of selection’? have no meaning apart 
from the provisions relating to forced attrition. The Women’s Armed 
Services Integration Act of 1948 contains provisions relating to retire- 
ment and discharge, but these have nothing to do with failure of 
selection as defined in the Officer Personnel Act of 1947.

This section is applicable to women officers because Titles I and II 
of the Officer Personnel Act of 1947 contain, in §$§ 111 (c) and 211 (c), 
identical provisions. Failure of selection has no consequences in the 
case of women officers appointed under the Women’s Armed Services 
Integration Act of 1948 or in the case of lieutenant commanders and 
lieutenants in the Nurse Corps, so that the last sentence of subsection 
(c) is meaningless as to them. There is no doubt, however, that they 
are entitled to the benefits of the remainder of the section.

The first sentence of this section covers the promotion, under the 
Women’s Armed Services Integration Act of 1948, of women officers 
appointed under that Act.

The second sentence of this section relates to the promotion of 
officers other than women officers appointed under the Women’s 
Armed Services Integration Act of 1948. Except for these women 
officers and a few others not on a lineal list, all officers on active duty 
in the Navy and the Marine Corps are, unless the Officer Personnel 
Act of 1947 is suspended, promoted under that Act. Both temporary 
and permanent promotions may be made under it. 

Title III of the Officer Personnel Act of 1947, as amended, is opera- 
tive whenever the number of male line officers on active duty in the 
Navy exceeds the number of male line officers on the active list of 
the Navy, i. e., whenever there are any reserve or temporary line 
officers on active duty. The distribution-in-grade provisions of Title 
III, codified in §§ 5442, 5443, and 5444 of this title, are, by § 5446 
of this title, made applicable under these same conditions. The 
provisions of Titles I and II of the Officer Personnel Act of 1947 
relating to the distribution of regular officers in permanent grades 
are codified in §§ 5447, 5448, and 5449 of this title. These provisions 
unlike the other provisions of Titles I and II, are applicable at all 
times. 

When Title III of the Officer Personnel Act of 1947 is operative, an 
officer who is selected for promotion may be promoted either by means 
of a temporary appointment in the next higher grade or by means of a 
permanent appointment in that grade, ending on certain other 
factors. For example, a male line officer on the active list, not 
restricted in the performance of duty, receives a permanent promotion 
if there occurs, while he is on the promotion list, a vacancy for him in 
the next higher grade as determined by computations under Title I. 
If there is no such vacancy but there is a vacancy as determined by 
computations under Title III, he receives a temporary promotion. 
When Title III is inoperative, there are, of course, no computations 
under that Title, and all promotions are permanent. (The unre- 
stricted, active-list, male line officer is used as an poe ee because his 
eligibility for promotion largely determines the eligibility of most 
other officers.) 

Clause (1) of the second sentence of this section covers the situation 
in which ‘Title III conditions” prevail and officers, for whom no 
vacancies exist as determined by computations under Title I, are 
temporarily promoted to fill vacancies as determined by computations

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under Title III. The permanent promotion of officers who are on a 
promotion list or have been temporarily promoted while Title IIT is 
operative is covered in later sections of this chapter. Clause (2) of 
the second sentence of this section covers the permanent promotion 
of selected officers at times when Title III is inoperative.

REVISION OF TITLES 10 AND 32, U. 8S. CODE 417 


(34 U. S. C. 3c (a) and 211a (a)), namely, persons (1) who do not 
have a permanent appointment in a grade above chief warrant officer, 
W-4; (2) who have at least one temporary appointment, other than 
an appointment for a period of limited duration, in a grade above 
chief warrant officer, W—4; and (3) whose temporary appointments in 
such grade or grades have all been made under the Act of July 24, 
1941, ch. 320, as amended (34 U. S. C. 350 et seq.), subsequent to 
the establishment of the lineal lists under Title III of the Officer 
Personnel Act. Officers in this category were not mentioned in the 
cited sections of the Officer Personnel Act because, when that Act 
was under consideration, it was not expected that the temporary 
promotion system provided in Title III and the temporary promotion 
system authorized by the 1941 Act would ever be simultaneously in 
operation. Title IIT as first enacted was temporary law, to become 
inoperative by January 1, 1957, at the latest, and § 304 (n) (34 U.S. 
C. 211a (n)) prohibited further use of the 1941 Act until the occurrence 
of a new war or emergency. A new emergency occurred, however, 
and Title IIT was amended by the Act of June 30, 1951, ch. 196, 
65 Stat. 108, so that it is permanent law, effective whenever any 
reserve or temporary line officers are on active duty. Section 304 
(n) was also amended by the same law so as to authorize the President 
to suspend the prohibition against the use of the 1941 Act. The 
President made the authorized suspension. Section 9 of the 1941 Act 
(34 U. S. C. 350h) provides that temporary officers appointed under 
that Act “shall not be counted in any computation to determine the 
authorized number of officers in any grade.”” The language of this 
section is broad enough to exclude such temporary officers from com- 
putations under Title ITT of the Officer Personnel Act of 1947. That 
Congress intended it to be so understood is indicated by the fact that 
the section was not amended when, in 1951, the authority to make 
appointments under the 1941 Act was revived. 

In subsection (c) the words “or in a grade to which he was tem- 
porarily promoted under section 5787 of this title’ are inserted for 
reasons similar to those stated above.

ades in the armed services, as well as original appointments, must 

e made by the President, by and with the advice and consent of the 
Senate, unless Congress specifically authorizes them to be made in 
some other manner. Since Title III of the Officer Personnel Act of 
1947 is silent as to how temporary promotions under that Title are 
to be effected, the presumption is that they must be effected by 
temporary appointments made by the President and confirmed by the 
Senate. The presumption is strengthened by § 311 (c) (1) of the 
Act (34 U.S. C. 306f (ce) (1)), which states the effect of the rejection 
of an appointment by the Senate. So far as regular officers (including 
temporary officers of the regular components) are concerned there is 
nothing to refute the presumption, but a consideration of Title II 
ro whole raises a doubt as to its validity in the case of reserve 
officers. 

Title III of the Officer Personnel Act of 1947, in the sections cited 
as source, specifically requires confirmation by the Senate of the 
permanent appointments of officers of the Regular Navy and the Regu- 
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lar Marine Corps, probably to avoid any doubt as to the necessity 
“ Senate confirmation in the case of fice pony nomineted 
or permanent appointment in a given e, are already serving in 
that oe under a temporary appointment confirmed by the Senate. 
The fact that there is no similar requirement as to the permanent 
appointments of reserve officers gives rise to the inference that con- 
firmation of their permanent appointments is not required, and that 
inference in turn casts doubt on the necessity for the confirmation of 
their temporary appointments. 

The uncertainties in the Officer Personnel Act of 1947 are resolved 
by the Armed Forces Reserve Act of 1952. Sections 218 and 219 
of the latter Act (50 U.S. C. 942, 943), requiring Senate confirmation 
of reserve appointments only when the appointments are to flag or 
general officer grades, govern temporary and permanent promotions 
of reserve officers under Title III of the Officer Personnel Act as well 
as original appointments in reserve components. 

The exception as to § 5790 of this title is inserted in subsection (b) 
to preserve the positive requirement that the advice and consent of 
the Senate must be obtained before an officer advanced in numbers 
may be promoted. Prior to the establishment of the lineal lists under 
the Officer Personnel Act of 1947 an advancement in numbers could 
have little meaning to a reserve officer, but it could benefit him now, 
and there is no reason to believe that Congress intended to exclude 
reserve officers from the benefits of the provision codified in § 5790. 
On the other hand, if reserve officers are to be advanced in numbers 
and promoted under that section, the peculiar conditions attached 
to this extraordinary type of promotion must presumably be applied, 
notwithstanding the provisions of the Armed Forces Reserve Act of 
1952.

Before the enactment of the source statute, the law provided, 
as it still provides, that no officer of the Navy should be promoted 
until an examining board found him to be mentally, morally, and 
professionally qualified and a board of naval surgeons found him to be 
physically qualified to perform his duties in the next higher grade. 
There were also specific statutory provisions prescribing the action 
to be taken when an officer was found to be not mentally or pro- 
fessionally qualified or not physically qualified. There was, however, 
no law providing for the disposition of officers found not morall 
qualified. They could not be promoted nor could they be dismissed, 
yet their retention on the active list in the grades they then held not 
only blocked promotions all down the line but was also undesirable 
in all other respects. The Navy therefore adopted the procedure of 
retiring officers who failed of promotion because of moral disqualifi- 
cation. 
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R. S. 1456 provides that no officer may be retired because of mis- 
conduct, but that he shall be tried by court-martial for that miscon- 
duct. This provision has been held to mean that an officer who 
commits an offense for which he could be tried may not be permitted 
to escape trial by retiring. [See the revision note on § 6329 of this 
title.| It was not construed to prohibit the retirement of officers 
who were found by an examining board to be morally disqualified. 
Such a finding was usually based on the misconduct of the officer 
but not on any specific act for which he could be tried by court- 
martial. Ordinarily moral disqualification was the result of a series 
of matters, each perhaps trivial in itself, but which, taken together, 
evidenced a habit sufficiently serious to disqualify the officer for 
promotion. No officer could be tried for a “habit”. On the contrary 
the Articles for the Government ot the Navy not only provided a two- 
year statute of limitations for most offenses but also specifically pro- 

ibited the accumulation of offenses for the purpose of collecting 
enough to warrant trial. 

Retirement, in the state of the law before 1882, was thus not only 
legal, but was the only method of removing from the active list 
officers who were found by an examining board to be not morally 
qualified. It was not a desirable method, however, since the retired 
list was not intended to be a refuge for officers who had destroyed 
their usefulness to the Navy through their own bad habits. Ac- 
cordingly a bill ‘“‘to promote the efficiency of the Navy”’ was introduced 
in Congress to enable the Navy to discharge morally disqualified 
officers. Later, by unanimous consent, the bill was attached to the 
naval appropriation bill which was enacted as the Act of August 5, 
1882. 

The cases collected in Melling, Laws Relating to the Navy, Annotated, 
1921 ed., pp. 623-631, indicate that the most common grounds for 
findings of moral disqualification for promotion have been (1) habitual 
intemperance and (2) financial irresponsibility. Other grounds 
mentioned are gambling, improper use of drugs, and “transactions” 
described by the Secretary of the Navy as “disgraceful” and “scan- 
dalous’’. In an opinion dated June 29, 1911 (File 26260-1392), the 
Judge Advocate General of the Navy stated that a specific definition 
of what constitutes moral unfitness should not be attempted, but 
that the question should be determined in each case by a “board of 
experienced, intelligent, impartial military experts [i. e. by the 
examining board] . . . in the exercise of a sound discretion.” 

When an examining board finds that an officer is mentally and 
professionally but not morally qualified for promotion, it reports that 
he ‘“‘has the mental and professional, but not the moral, qualifications, 
by reason of . . . to perform efficiently all the duties, both at sea 
and on shore, of the grade to which he is to be promoted, and [we] 
do not recommend him for promotion’. The reason for the finding 
of moral disqualification is included in this sentence if it can be 
briefly stated; otherwise reference is made to the paragraph or page 
where the reason is set out. 

When the source statute was enacted it was clear that (1) the 
inquiries to which this provision referred were the examinations 
conducted by examining boards under R. 8S. 1496; (2) the situation 
in which the provision was to operate was that in which an examining 
board found that an officer lacked the moral qualifications for pro- 
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motion; (3) when an officer was not qualified to perform his duties 
at sea, the board must necessarily find that he was not qualified to 
perform “all the duties, both at sea and on shore” of the next higher 
grade; (4) the “place” to which it was proposed to promote the officer 
was the next higher grade; (5) the reference to a hearing on the 
“‘charges’”’ was an acknowledgment of R. S. 1500, which gives officers 
the right to appear before examining boards, and R. S. 1503, which 
provides that a board may not recommend that an officer not be 
promoted without first conducting a public examination of the officer 
in person, unless he wilfully fails to appear; and (6) the prohibition 
against the retirement of morally disqualified officers was included 
to emphasize the fact that the source statute was intended to provide 
the sole means of disposing of these officers and was not to be construed 
as merely authorizing an alternative to the method previously used. 
The intent and meaning of the source statute and its connection 
with examining board procedure have been obscured by the passage 
of time and the enactment of later laws relating to the promotion, dis- 
charge, and retirement of officers. For example, selection boards 
now make inquiries pursuant to law concerning officers’ fitness for 
promotion, but their inquiries are not the ones to which the source 
statute refers, since there were no selection boards in 1882. In order 
to make the meaning of the source statute clear in the context of othe: 
currently effective law, the following changes are made in this sec- 
tion: The words “An officer who is found, by an examining board 
convened under section 5862 of this title’ are substituted for the 
words “Whenever on an inquiry had pursuant to law, concerning 
the fitness of an officer of the Navy for promotion, it shall appear 
that such officer’’ in order to identify the body that makes the inquiry 
and draws conclusions from the information obtained. The words 
“not morally qualified” are substituted for the word “unfit” to make 
clear the relation between this section and § 5862 of this title. The 
words ‘“‘to perform the duties of the grade for which he is being 
examined” are substituted for the words ‘“‘to perform at sea the duties 
of the place to which it is proposed to promote him” to conform to the 
wording of § 5863 (d) of this title. The words “and having been 
informed of and heard upon the charges against him” are omitted, 
since they are unnecessary and misleading. An officer’s right to be 
heard is covered in § 5863 (c) of this title; no additional hearing was 
intended. Further, an examining board is not a court and the source 
statute is not penal, so that the use of the word “charges” is inappro- 
riate. The words “he shall not be placed on the retired list of the 
avy” are omitted as surplusage, since, when the conditions described 
in this = are met, discharge is mandatory and no other action 
is possible.

Title III of the Officer Personnel Act of 1947 authorizes temporary 
promotions to the grades of lieutenant through rear admiral. The 
purpose of § 316 (j) of that act (34 U. S. C. 410m) was to insure that 
each officer who is temporarily promoted under that Title, and who 
retires before he receives a permanent appointment in the grade in 
which he is serving, will be considered, for the purposes of the laws 
relating to retired grade and pay, to be serving in the grade he holds 
pursuant to his temporary appointment. Since § 5001 of this title 
provides that an officer who holds a permanent appointment in one 
grade and a temporary appointment in a higher grade is considered 
as serving in the higher grade, a restatement of the substance of § 316 
(j) is unnecessary and is omitted from subsection (a). The words 
“retired other than by reason of physical disability incurred in line of 
duty”, in 34 U.S. C. 43g (d) and (f) and 34 U. S. C. 410r (g), are 
omitted as unnecessary, since this section relates only to officers who 
are voluntarily retired under this chapter. The words “basic pay to 
which he would be entitled if serving on active duty in the grade in 
which retired” are substituted for the words “active duty-pay with 
longevity credit of the rank with which retired” in 34 U.S. C. 410¢ (a), 
for the words ‘active-duty pay to which entitled at the time of retire- 
ment” in 34 U.S. C. 43g (d), and for the words “active-duty pay to 
which she would be entitled if serving, at the time of retirement, on 
active duty in the rank in which placed upon the retired list’’ in 34

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Unlike provisions of law authorizing retirement on various other 
grounds, R. S. 1443, which provides for the retirement of officers on 
their own application after 40 years of service, contains no provisions 
as to retired pay. R. S. 1588 provided, inter alia, that officers so 
retired should receive retired pay at the rate of 75 percent of the sea 
pay of their respective grades, but that section was expressly repealed 

y § 531 (a) (7) of the Career Compensation Act of 1949, leaving no 
specific provision for the retired pay of officers retired under R. S. 
1443. It would be absurd to assume, however, that Congress in- 
tended that an officer having 40 years of service should be retired 
without pay, when he could have been retired with pay at any time 
within the preceding 20 years. By the repeal of R. S. 1588 Congress 
intended merely to remove obsolete and superseded provisions as to 
retirement at age 62 and retirement after 45 years of service, refer- 
ences to sea pay, and provisions, inconsistent with later law, for half 
pay for officers retired for other reasons. Congress intended the 
retired pay of officers retired after 40 years of service to be computed 
according to the formula prescribed generally for retired officers, 
other than for officers retired by reason of physical disability, and 
this section is worded accordingly.

In subsection (a) the word ‘Federal’ is omitted and the words 
‘in the armed forces, other than active duty for training”’ are inserted. 
The words ‘“‘active Federal service” are not defined in 50 U.S. C. 1052.

In subsection (a) the words ‘‘transferred . . . in accordance with

The section is phrased so as to apply to all officers including women 
officers appointed under the Women’s Armed Services Integration 
Act of 1948 (34 U.S. C. 105, 105c). Although § 215 of that Act (34 
U.S. C. 105j) provides that Title III of the Officer Personnel Act of 
1947 shall not apply to such women officers, it also provides that the 
provisions of Titles I and II are immediately operative as to them 
insofar as these provisions do not conflict with the 1948 Act. The 
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parts of Title IIT that are cited as source for this section have counter- 
parts in Titles I and IT as follows:

These provisions of Titles I and II are consistent with the Women’s 
Armed Services Integration Act of 1948 except as to the method of 
computing officers’ years of service. Their effect is reflected by making 
the revised section applicable to women appointed under the 1948 
Act so far as cause of discharge is concerned, with the substitution of 
an appropriate method of computing years of service for these women 
officers. The method supplied is derived from the sections of the 
Women’s Armed Services Act of 1948 relating to involuntary retire- 
ment and discharge.

The Officer Personnel Act 
of 1947 contains no provisions relating to the retirement of officers 
in the Nurse Corps, and the only section specifically referring to the 
discharge of such officers is that which states that lieutenants (junior 
grade) in the Nurse Corps are subject to discharge after twice failing 
of selection for promotion. A method of computing years of service 
for lieutenants (junior grade) in the Nurse Corps, consistent with the 
Army-Navy Nurses Act of 1947, is set out in § 202 (d) (2) (34 U.S.C. 
3b (d) (2)), but the act is silent as to the method to be used for officers 
in higher grades in that corps. Although officers of the Nurse Corps 
are not specifically excluded from the provisions of § 202 (d) (1) 
(34 U. S. C. 3b (d) (1)), relating to years of service of staff corps 
officers generally, that subsection is not consistent with the Army- 
Navy Nurses Act, and it is not believed that it was intended to be 
applied to Nurse Corps officers, 

Subsections (d) and (e) execute the cross reference in the 2d proviso 
of § 312 (h) of the Officer Personnel Act of 1947 (34 U.S. C. 410) 
(h) (2d proviso)). The provision relating to the retirement, after 
39 years of active service, of former limited duty officers who exercise 
their option to revert to a warrant officer grade is omitted as super- 
seded by § 14 (b) (2) of the Warrant Officer Act of 1954 (84 U.S.C, 
430 (b) (2)), codified in § 1305 of this title.

In subsection (a) the words “‘may convene” are substituted for the 
words “shall, whenever he deems it advisable, appoint” for clarity and 
uniformity. The words “of the line and staff corps’ are omitted as 
surplusage. 

In subsections (a) through (d) the words “on the active list of the 
Navy” and “‘on the active list of the Marine Corps’’ are substituted 
for the words “the Regular Navy” and “the Regular Marine Corps” in 
view of the definition of ‘active list”’ in this title.

In subsection (a) the words “An officer . . . serving in the grade

manent grade or in a higher temporary grade. The multiplicand 
used in each case is 24 percent of the basic pay of the grade in which 
placed on the retired list. The phrase “other than by reason of physi- 
cal disability” is eliminated as surplusage inasmuch as the section 
deals only with retirement for age and length of service. The words 
“basic pay to which she would be entitled if serving on active duty 
in the grade in which retired” are substituted for the words “‘active- 
duty pay to which entitled at the time of retirement” in 34 U. S. C, 
43g (d) and for the words “active-duty pay . which she would be

The Act of July 24, 1941, ch. 320, 55 Stat. 603 impliedly repealed 
the temporary promotional authority contained in the Act of July 1, 
1918. The Act of July 24, 1941, established a uniform system for 
the temporary promotion during war or national emergency of all 
officers of the Navy, Marine Corps, or Coast Guard on active duty. 
It specifically provided for the promotion of retired officers, placed no 
limitation on the grades to which they could be promoted, and author- 
ized such officers, when returned to an inactive status, to have on the 
retired list the highest grade satisfactorily held on active duty. The 
1946 edition of the U. S. Code, in 34 U.S. C. 423, carries only so much 
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of the 1918 Act as authorizes the recall of retired officers to active 
duty. A note on that section states that the provisions relating to 
the promotion of retired officers were superseded by the Act of , Fa 
24, 1941, ch. 320 (34 U. S. C. 350 et seq.). 

The Act of August 4, 1949, ch. 393, 63 Stat. 495 enacted Title 14 
of the United States Code. Section 8 of that Act amended the Act 
of July 1, 1918, ch. 114 (34 U.S. C. 423) by reenacting so much of the 
Act as provided for the recall of retired officers to active duty during 
war or national emergency and as provided for their promotion and 
subsequent return to inactive duty except that all reference to officers 
of the Coast Guard was deleted. However, in so doing it is clear that 
there was no intent on the part of Congress to repeal those parts of 
the 1941 Act that provided for the promotion during war or national 
emergency of retired officers on active duty, but that it was merely 
the intent of Congress to restate the applicable provisions of the Act 
of July 1, 1918, with the meaning they had on August 4, 1949, less 
any application to the Coast Guard. 

The report of the Committee on the Judiciary of the House of Rep- 
resentatives which accompanied the Act of August 4, 1949, cleats 
supports this view.

Subsection (a) states the general rule that a retired officer, when re- 
called to active duty, shall be recalled in the grade he holds on the 
retired list. The rule is derived, not from a specific provision of law, 
but from the fact that special legislative authority is required to recall 
a retired officer in any other grade. 

The desirability of including a positive statement of the rule is 
pointed up by the legislative history of the Act of February 21, 1946, 
ch. 34, § 8 (a), 60 Stat. 28, amending the Act of July 24, 1941, ch. 
320, § 10 (d), 55 Stat. 605 (34 U.S. €. 350i (d)). The 1946 amend- 
ment states the rule, but only as to a limited class of retired personnel, 
namely persons temporarily appointed or promoted under the 1941 
Act while on the retired list. The amendment provided that such 
persons, when released to inactive duty, should be given the highest 
grade in which they had served satisfactorily and, if subsequently 
recalled to active duty, should be recalled in the grade so accorded 
them. The legislative history shows that the bill (S. 1405, 79th 
Cong., ist sess.) originally was written so as to provide that retired 
personnel should be recalled in their prior pegmanent grades or rati 
instead of in the higher grades accorie? Them on the retired list while 
on inactive duty. When a member of the Naval Affairs Committee 
of the House of Representatives suggested an amendment to allow 
retired personnel to be recalled in the higher grades, the Navy spokes- 
man pointed out that no law was required to permit this; in fact, 
retired personnel would be required to be recalled in the grades they 
hold on the retired list in the absence of any law to the contrary. 
Thus the result desired by the committee member could be achieved 
simply by deleting the provision instead of amending it. After some 
discussion, however, it was decided to adopt the suggested amendment 
in order not to “leave things to inference” (H. Rept. No. 158, Decem- 
ber 6, 1945, pp. 2290-2292).

All provisions of law authorizing appointments to the Naval Acad- 
emy from various sources are collected in this section. The language 
is extensively changed to meet the needs of this organization of the 
source material. In those provisions that now authorize ‘appoint- 
ments’? by other than the President, the language is changed to in- 
dicate that the process is one of selection where the law requires 
selection by competitive examination, and to show that other candi- 
dates are nominated.

2, 1907, as thus modified by the Act of June 16, 1942, is used as the 
basis for formula E. 

Footnote 2 reflects the long-standing construction of those provi- 
sions dealing with computation of retired pay which do not specifically 

rovide that the member is entitled to compute his retired pay on the 

asis of the monthly basic pay to which he would be entitled if he 
were on active duty in his retired grade. Except in cases covered by 
formula C, the pertinent basic computation provisions for such retire- 
ment either provide for computation of retired pay on the same basis 
as the provisions dealing with higher retired grade, or the basic retire- 
ment provisions were themselves enacted after the provisions author- 
izing higher retired grade. The provisos of 10:1002 and 1005 are 
omitted as surplusage, since no formula for the computation of retired 
pay includes inactive service on the retired list as a credit. . 
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The words “at rates applicable on date of retirement and adjust to 
reflect later changes in permanent rates’, in footnote 2; and all of foot- 
note 4; are based on the source statutes incorporated in the formulas 
to which footnotes 2 and 4 apply. 

In footnote 4, the words ‘“‘and disregard a part of a year that is less 
than six months’’ are made applicable to formulas A-E, although this 

art of the rule is expressed only as to formula B, in 10:941a (4) (1). 
The legislative history of the Career Compensation Act of 1949 (Hear- 
ings before the Committee on Armed Services of the Senate on H. R. 
5007, 8ist Congress, first session, p. 313, July 6, 1949) indicates that 
the provisions, upon which formulas A and C-E are based, should be 
construed to require that a part of a year that is less than six months 
be disregarded.

Although a member of the Army N ational Guard of the United States 
or the Air National Guard of the United States, while in his status 
as a member of the National Guard, is not a member of the uniformed 
services, the last proviso of section 201 (e) provides that when he 
performs any duty which entitles him to receive basic pay, he is 
considered to be on active duty. Thus, a member of the Army 
National Guard of the United States or the Air National Guard of the 
United States who performs services under one of those sections of the 
National Defense Act, is entitled to the same pay as a Regular. 
However, it does not authorize pay for a member of the National 
Guard, who is not a Reserve of the Army or the Air Force, under those 
circumstances, and it is possible to be a member of the National Guard 
and not be a Reserve (see opinion of the Judge Advocate General of 
the Army (JAGA 1953/2405, 26 March 1953)). Accordingly, the 
revised subsection, being based on the statutes providing pay 
for the National Guard, amends the Career Compensation Act of 
1949, to make it the authority to pay those members of the National 
Guard who are not Reserves. The applicability of clause (5) is limited 
to the National Guard, since the only provisions of law relating to 
the call of the militia (sections 3500 and 8500 of title 10, United States 
Code) apply only to the organized militia. (See opinion of the Judge 
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Advocate General of the Army (JAGA 1952/4374, par. 1d, 9 July 
1952).) The Army National Guard and the Air National Guard 
called into Federal service are components of the Army and the 
Air Force, respectively, and their members are therefore entitled to 
pay and allowances, when called for periods in excess of 30 days, or 
for an unspecified period, since a call or order for an unspecified period 
is construed to be for more than 30 days (see section 101 (23) of title 
10, United States Code) under the first proviso of section 201 (e) of 
the Career Compensation Act of 1949, 63 Stat.

sistent with the Women’s Act. The applicability of Titles I and Il 
to women regular officers is incorporated in the pertinent sections of 
title 10. Women are therefore excluded, by subsection (c) of this 
revised section, from the parts of Titles I and IT that are not enacted 
as a part of title 10. 


MISCELLANEOUS PROVISIONS 


Sections 50-54 


Revision notes have not been prepared for these sections, since 
they do not restate existing law. They contain saving clauses, effec- 
tive date provisions, provisions whose effectiveness is temporarily 
suspended, and repeal provisions. They are designed only to put the 
other sections of the bill into effect.

Where a provision listed in this table is not restated in the bill, the reason for its 
omission is shown in the special table to which it has been allocated [Tables 1A—1C, 
2A-2G]. However, if the provision is an already executed technical section or has 
been previously expressly repealed, that fact is shown by listing the section in the 
last column of this table. 

For each section that has been divided into fragments of less than a subsection, 
one fragment of the section is not specifically described but is cited in terms of the 
whole section “less” the other fragments. This assures that the entire section 
has been accounted for.

Executed, Provided that certain prior service rendered by National 
Guard officers should be considered to be service rendered in compli- 
ance with the National Defense Act for the purpose of validating 
payments of pay and allowances for such service. Payment for such 
service has been made, 


Executed. Authorized the Secretary of War to reconvey to the Monroe 
Water Supply Co. certain lands in Pennsylvania, previously con- 
veyed by that company to the United States, contingent upon the 
conveyance of other lands to the United States by that company. 
The conveyances have been made. 

Executed. Sec. 1 of the cited act authorized adjustments in pay, rank, 
and service credit for members transferred to the Fleet Naval Reserve 
or the Marine Corps Reserve. Sec. 6 authorized the purchase or 
sale of certain sites for aviation facilities. Sec. 8 authorized settle- 
ment of certain claims of contractors who suffered losses in the per- 
formance of fixed price contracts for the Navy during 1918 and 1919.

They 
permit administrative discretion in reducing overall tonnage and in varying the 
tonnages authorized among different categories of vessels. Consequently, they 
do not provide authorized tonnages for the categories individually or in the aggre- 
gate. Because it is administratively impossible to determine to what extent these 
sections are executed, they are omitted without repeal. Accordingly, their effect 
is preserved unchanged.

Hydrographic Office, there has been no subse- 
quent statute touching the matter. 

Erecuted. Authorized the Secretary of the Navy 
to establish branch hydrographic offices in Du- 
luth, Sault Sainte Marie, and Buffalo. Those 
offices have been established. 

Executed. Authorized the Secretary of the Navy 
to establish a branch hydrographic office in 
Honolulu. That office has been established. 

Obsolete. Provided for a board of visitors to the 
Naval Observatory, consisting of six members 
appointed by the President, by and with the ad- 
vice and consent of the Senate. No such board 
has been appointed in more than 40 years. 

Superseded. Required the Secretary of the Navy 
(1) to report at each session of Congress the 
amounts spent in the preceding fiscal year, from 
appropriations for pay of the Navy and for the 
various bureaus, for civilian employees other than 
“ordinary mechanics and workingmen’’, and 
(2) to include in his estimates under those head- 
ings, for each fiscal year, estimated expenditures 
for such employees. This section is included in 
H. Doc. 295, 82d Cong., 2d sess., Jan. 7, 1952, 
which lists provisions of law requiring reports to 
Congress. Nevertheless, it is considered that this 
section has been superseded. The Budget and 
Accounting Procedures Act of 1950, 64 Stat. 832, 
which amended the Budget and Accounting Act, 
1921, 42 Stat. 20, specifically repealed 106 pro- 
visions of law that were incompatible with the 
amendments in that they required individual 
departments and agencies to furnish estimates 
and financial data directly to Congress. Section 
302 of the 1950 act provided that the omission of a 
provision of law from the list of those specifically 
repealed should not be construed as evidencing 
an intent that the omitted provision was not to 
be superseded by the 1921 act, as amended in 1950. 
Stated positively, this means that any provision 
of law similar to those specifically repealed, and 
equally incompatible with the 1950 amendments, 
is to be considered as superseded. The cited 
section is such a provision. It was not specifi- 
cally repealed, but it is closely analogous to the 
revealed provisions, particularly to one, also re- 
lating to the Navy, which required the Secretary 
to submit with his estimates “under the respec- 
tive bureaus and offices of the Navy Department, 
a statement in detail, showing the number of 
persons employed during the previous fiscal year 
and the rate of compensation for each under 
appropriations for ‘increase of the Navy’ and 
other general appropriations’ (Act of Apr. 17, 
1900, ch. .192 (1st par. on p. 117), 31 Stat.

Unnecessary. Declared that certain laws relating 
to the Organized Reserve Corps and the National 
Guard of the United States should be applicable 
to like components of the Air Force. The Air 
Force Organization Act of 1951, §§ 303, 304, 65 
Stat. 330 [10 U. S. C. 1833, 1834], established the 
Air Force Reserve and the Air National Guard of 
the United States as reserve components of the 
Air Force.

These provisions will 
be unnecessary upon the enactment of title 10, 
Armed Forces, since the only distinctions made 
throughout that title as between male and female

provision, are contained in sections 3256, 3311, 
3685, and 8685 of title 10, Armed Forces, These 
revised sections limit the appointment and en- 
listment of women in the Regular Army to cer- 
tain corps, and prescribe when husbands and 
children of female members of the Army or the 
Air Force may be considered to be dependents. 
No similar limitations upon the appointment or 
enlistment of women in the Regular Air Force 
are included, since the Air Force does not have 
organie branches or corps created by statute.

The Army and Air 
Force Authorization Act of 1949, § 101, 64 Stat. 
321 [10 U. S. C. Wi}, defines this term in substan- 
tially similar language. 


Superseded. Appropriated funds for certain con- 


tingent expenses incident to the establishment of 
the Army War College, and indicated the pur- 
poses for which that college was established. The 
United States Code cites this statute as the basic 
provision of law authorizing the establishment of 
the Army War College and prescribing its objec- 
tive and purpose. This provision is the earliest 
congressional recognition of its existence, but was 
not considered, at that time, to have either estab- 
lished the College, or to have prescribed its 
purpose.

Authorized carrying as 
additional numbers those Regular Army warrant

But 
even before the adoption of functional budgeting 
and accounting, it was a well established appro- 
priation practice, as last reflected in the Defense 
Appropriation Act of 1952, under “Travel of the 
Army”, 65 Stat. 427, to charge the cost of trans- 
portation of personnel in connection with devel 

opment, procurement, production, maintenance, 
or construction activities, to the appropriations 
for these activities, and not to the general appro- 
priation for travel ofthe Army. With the enact 

ment of the Defense Appropriation Act of 1953, 
66 Stat. 517, the first act reflecting functional budg- 
eting and accounting, a separate appropriation 
for travel has been discontinued. In addition, 
there is no longer any separate appropriation for 
the pay of civilian personnel. A separate appro 

priation is still mace for the pay and allowances 
of military personnel on active duty other than 
for training, which includes the cost of travel 
upon permanent change of station. But tempo- 
rary duty travel pay by military personnel, the 
pay of civilian personnel, and the cost of trans- 
portation of material, must be paid from appro- 
priations for the activities concerned. 

Superseded and obsolete. Authorized the Chief of 
Engineers to detail any assistant engineer in the 
employ of the Office of the Chief of Engfneers to 
duty in charge of a river and harbor district or as 
amember of a board of engineers. This provision 
has not been used since 1918, when a shortage of 
commissioned officers made the use of civilian 
personnel for such positions necessary, In addi- 
tion, the Army Organization Act of 1950, § 201(d),

C. 1015}, 
directed that each commissioned officer of the 
Army, retired before or after June 13, 1940, who 
for services performed during World War I was 
recommended for promotion, and who before re- 
tirement was not promoted to that grade, if 
awarded the Medal of Honor, Distinguished Serv- 
ice Cross, or Distinguished Service Medal, be 
given, upon his application, an honorary promo- 
tion of one grade upon the retired list.

tary Academy, originated in one of the annual 
United States Military Academy appropriation 
acts at a time when additional pay was cus- 
tomarily authorized.while holding such positions. 
Since 1933, each annual United States Military 
Academy appropriation act has provided that 
“no officer of the Army shall be entitled to receive 
any increase in pay or allowances because of de- 
tail or assignment to duty in any capacity at the 
Military Academy”. This provision was made 
permanent law by the National Military Estab- 
lishment Appropriation Act of 1950, ch. 787, Title 
ITI (ist proviso under heading: “United States 
Military Academy”, on p. 998), 63 Stat.

person, qualified to act as trainer for cadet athletic 
teams, as custodian of the gymnasium, in accord- 
ance with certain civil service rules as to positions 
exempt from examination. This authority is no 
longer used. The custodian of the gymnasium 
is now a janitor, CPC-6, employed in the normal 
manner under civil service regulations. The 
duties of trainer are performed by employees of 
the Army Athletic Association, an activity fi- 
nanced by nonappropriated funds.

1520; as amended 
by the Act of October 29, 1949, ch. 787, Title VI, 
§ 633, 63 Stat. 1024 (the ‘““‘Buy American Act’’), 
requires all executive departments to utilize sup- 
plies mined, produced, or manufactured in the 
United States, if available in sufficient and 
reasonable commercial quantities, unless the 
head of the department or agency determines 
that such purchase is inconsistent with the 
public interest, or the cost is unreasonable. 

Superseded. Required contracts in excess of $500, 
not to be performed within 60 days, entered into 
by the Quartermaster, Ordnance, Signal, and 
Medical Corps, of the Army, to be in writing. 
The Act of May 29, 1928, ch. 900, 45 Stat. 985 
{5 U. S. C. 219}, required all such contracts 
executed by the War Department to be in writ- 
ing. The committee report on that act stated 
that it was to replace these separate acts. The 
Act of October 31, 1951, ch. 654, § 1 (6), 65 Stat. 
701, expressly repealed the Act of May 29, 1928, 
Section 1 (16) of that act, 65 Stat. 702, also ex- 
pressly repealed similar provisions pertaining to 
the Army Air Corps contained in the Act of 
June 30, 1922, ch. 253, 42 Stat. 737 [10 U. 8. C. 
1225], but failed to repeal the above cited provi- 
sions pertaining to the Quartermaster, Ordnance, 
Signal, and Medical Corps. However, the 
committee report on the Act of October 31, 1951 
(H. Rept. No. 1105, 82d Cong., 1951), stated that 
the reason for the repeal of the Act of June 30, 
1922 [10 U. S. C. 1225], and the Act of May 29, 
1928 [5 U. S. C. 219], was that these acts had been 
superseded by the Federal Property and Admin- 
istrative Services Act of 1949, § 206, as amended 
[40 U. 8. C. 487], which authorizes the Adminis- 
trator of General Services to prescribe stand- 
ardized forms and procedures. That report also 
indicated that these reports were unnecessary in 
view of R. S. 3743, as amended [41 U. S. C. 20], 
which requires that all contracts involved in the 
settlement of public accounts shall be deposited 
promptly in the General Accounting Office. (See 
also section 201 of the Federal Property and 
Administrative Services Act of 1949, as amended 
[40 U. 8S. C. 481], which authorizes the Adminis- 
trator of General Services to prescribe policies 
and methods of procurement for all executive 
agencies.)

Superseded. Provided that sales of clothing and 
equipage should be at average current prices, 
plus overhead, as determined by the Secretary 
of the Army. Title IV of the Nationa] Security 
Act of 1947, as amended (61 Stat. 495), authorizes 
the Secretary of Defense to prescribe regulations 
governing the use and sale of certain inven- 
tories at cost, including applicable adminis- 
trative expenses. (See opinion of the Assistant 
General Counsel (Fiscal Matters) of the Office 
of the Secretary of Defense, January 4, 1955.) 

Superseded. Directed that tents be loaned only to 
recognized organizations of veterans of World 
Warl.

C. 5]. and also author- 
ized such transfers to the Post Office Department 
and National Forest Service. The Act of March 
15, 1920, was expressly repealed by the Act of 
October 31, 1951, ch. 654, §1 (45), 65 Stat.

1262a; 34 U. 8. C. 546e], directed the Chief of Staff 
of the Army or the Chief of Naval Operations, as 
the case might be, before the transfer, exchange, 
sale, or other disposition of military or naval 
property, to certify that such material was not 
essential to the defense of the United States. 
The Federal Property and Administrative Serv- 
fees Act, § 202, 63 Stat. 384 [40 U. S. C. 483], 
requires the Administrator of General Services 
to supervise and direct the transfer of all “excess” 
property between executive agencies of the Fed- 
eral Government, and section 203 of that act, 
63 Stat. 385 [40 U. S. C. 484], requires him to 
supervise and direct the disposition of all ‘‘sur- 
plus” property. Section 3 (e) of that act [40

Section 3 (g) defines “surplus” prop- 
erty as excess property not required for the needs 
and discharge of the responsibilities of all Federal 
agencies, as determined by the Administrator, 
Section 202 (a) of that act, as amended by the 
Act of July 12, 1952, ch. 703, § 1 (h), 66 Stat. 593 
[40 U. 8. C. 483 (a)], authorizes the Adminis- 
trator to determine the extent of reimbursement 
for all transfers of “excess” property between 
executive agencies. Section 602 (c) of that act 
[40 U. 8. C. 474] provides that that act shall be 
paramount to any authority conferred by any 
other law. A finding that property of the charac- 
ter covered by the Act of June 28, 1940 [10 U. S. C.

Executed and unnecessary. Limited the cost of 
artillery barracks and quarters for seacoast 
defenses, authorized for a specific project then in 
progress. That project has been completed. 
(See also JAG 010.3, item 210, 12 Nov. 1929; and 
remarks on 50 U. 8. C. 173, below.) 

Obsolete. Prescribed a special procedure to govern 
the construction of quarters for hospital stewards. 
The Act of March 2, 1903, ch. 975 (last proviso 
on p. 930), 32 Stat. 930, abolished the position 
of hospital steward, as such. The National 
Defense Act of 1916, § 10, 39 Stat. 171, merged the 
Hospital Corps into the Medical Department, 
and extablished seven enlisted grades similar to 
other branches of the Army. Since 1924, there 
has been no differentiation between quarters 
constructed for enlisted members of the Army 
Medical Service and those constructed for other 
enlisted members. (See also JAG 010.3, item

Executed. Authorized the acquisition by condem- 
nation of all of North Island, San Diego, Calif., 
by the United States for use as an Army and Navy 
aviation station, and the settlement of claims 
incident to that acquisition. A $5,000,000 judg- 
ment for title to the whole island was confirmed 
in the U. 8. Supreme Court in the case of U. S. v.

Amendments to the Universal Military Train- 
ing and Service Act, ch. 144, § 6, 65 Stat.

473], authorizes the Secretary of 
Defense to make such regulations as he considers 
appropriate to govern the sale, consumption, 
possession of, or traffic in, beer, wine, or other 
intoxicating liquors, to or by members of the 
armed forces or National Security Training 
Corps at or near any camp, station, post, or other 
place primarily occupied by them. (See also 
JAGA 1951/4846, 25 July 51; JAGA 1951/5343, 13 
Sept. 51; and JAGA 1951/6112, 3 Oct. 51.) 

Unnecessary. Expressly reserved the right to 
alter, amend, or repeal the act of which it was a 
part. The power reserved is inherent.

Obsolete and wnnecessary, Authorized the Presi- 
dent to detail, from time to time, three compe- 
tent naval officers to the War Department to 
inspect transport vessels and perform such other 
services as might be designated by the Secretary 
of War. The Secretary of Defense transferred 
the functions of the Army Transport Service to 
the Military Sea Transport Service of the Navy 
by Department of Defense Order, dated Aug. 2, 
1949. Since the Army does not now operate 
transport vessels, there is no present need to 
detail naval officers to the Army for this pur- 
pose. Competent authority has inherent power 
to detail officers from one service to another for 
any appropriate purpose. (See 39 Ct. Cl. 300, 
306 (1904); 33 Op. Atty. Gen. 298, 302 (1922).) 

Obsolete. Prohibited the discontinuance of the 
transport service without further action of Con- 
gress. This was a temporary and not a perma- 
nent prohibition. 


Superseded. Required contracts for the transpor- 
tation of Army stores by private parties to be by 
advertisement, except in cases of emergency. 
The Transportation Act of 1940, § 321, 54 Stat. 
954, as amended by the Act of December 12, 1945, 
ch. 573, § 1, 59 Stat. 606 [49 U. 8. C. 65], provides 
that, subject to section 22 of the Interstate Com- 
merece Act, as amended [49 U. 8. C. 22], the full 
applicable commercial rates shall be paid for 
transportation services furnished by any com- 
mon carrier subject to the Interstate Commerce 
Act, for the transportation of persons or property 
for the United States, and declares that R. 8. 3709 
[41 U. 8, C. 5}, shall not be construed to require 
advertising for bids for the procurement of trans- 
portation services when the services can be se- 
cured from any common carrier operating in the 
territory where such services are to be performed. 
The Comptroller General has construed this pro- 
vision to permit the purchase of transportation 
services from “any available carrier” without ad- 
vertising.

To the extent that the words “private parties’, 
as used in the Act of July 5, 1884 [10 U. 8. C. 1374], 
may be broader than the class of carriers covered 
by the Transportation Act of 1940 [49 U. S. C. 65], 
such contracts for transportation services are 
governed by the genera] requirement for adver- 
tising, unless negotiated as an authorized excep- 
tion to the requirement of advertising permitted 
by the Armed Services Procurement Act of 1947, 
62 Stat.

Executed. Authorized the issue of one complete 
uniform to honorably discharged veterans of 
World War I. The Act of June 30, 1921, ch. 33 
(ist par. on p. 82), 42 Stat.

The entitlement 
of persons to retain uniforms issued to them 
under this act is a matured right which is pre- 
served by a saving provision in the bill to enact 
title 10, Armed Forces.

Superseded and executed. Joint Resolution 51, May 
2, 1896 [10 U. S. C. 1405], authorized the issue of 
rosettes, knots, and ribbons to Civil War vet- 
erans who had been awarded the “Civil War” 
Medal of Honor, authorized by the Joint Reso- 
lution of July 12, 1862, 12 Stat. 623, and the Act of 
March 3, 1863, ch. 79, § 6, 12 Stat. 751. These 
acts authorized award of that medal to officers 
and enlisted members who “have most distin- 
guished . . . themselves in action”. The Act 
of April 23, 1904 [10 U. S. C. 1402, 1404, 1417], 
authorized the preparation of 3,000 medals, with 
rosettes and other insignia, to replace medals 
issued under those acts; and also authorized 
awards to be made to other qualified persons no 
longer in military service even though not recom- 
mended while they were still in service. Public 
Resolution No. 17, February 27, 1907 [10 U. 8. C.

The Act of July 9, 
1918, ch. 143, 40 Stat. 870 {10 U. 8. C. 1403}, super- 
seded the Joint Resolution of July 12, 1862, and 
section 6 of the Act ot March 3, 1883, and is the 
current authority for the issue of the Congres- 
sional Medal of Honor.

Obsolete. Probibited enticing an arsenal or armory 
employee to quit his job during his contract of 
employment with the United States, or hiring or 
concealing him with notice of such employment, 
under penalty of a $50 fine or 3 months’ imprison- 
ment, or both. This provision originated in the 
Act of May 7, 1800, ch. 46, § 2, 2 Stat. 61. The 
Office of the Secretary of the Army, Civilian Per- 
sonnel Division, states that there is no record 
that this law has ever been used as the basis of 
prosecution. Since such employees are now 
classified Civil service employees, their contract 
of employment is indefinite. Arbitrary freezing 
of skilled manpower to a particular job, without 
determining whether such employment will con- 
contribute the most to the total mobilization 
program, is contrary to the President's National 
Manpower Mobilization Policy, issued as a 
memorandum to the heads of all executive 
departments and agencies, on Jan. 17, 1951,

par. 65,001.) There are sufficient general laws 
protecting the United States against strikes and 
other labor disorders in government installations. 
The Department of Justice, Criminal Division, 
states that the Department of Justice has no 
objection to the repeal of this criminal provision 
as obso'ete.

Obsolete. Directed that officers of the Organized 
Militia, furnished funds for the purchase of 
coffee or other components of the travel ration, 
not be required to be bonded. The National 
Guard Bureau, Budget and Fiscal Group, states 
that such funds are no longer issued.

Expired. Authorized the transfer of nurses from 
the existing Navy Nurse Corps to the Nurse 
Corps created by the cited act. The cited section 
expired by its own terms 6 months after Apr. 16, 
1947. 

Provided that an officer in the Nurse 
Corps, retired because of physical disability, 
should recetve retired pay equal to 75 percent of 
the active-duty pay to which she would be en- 
titled if serving, at the time of retirement, on 
active duty in the grade or rank in which placed 
on the retired list.

should affect any right, privilege, or benefit of 
any warrant officer under 14 U. 8. ©. 431, 432, 
433. The restatement of the cited act, in title 10, 
Armed Forces, will not so operate, since the bill 
enacting that title provides, in effect, that the 
restated law is intended to be a continuation of 
the replaced law. 

Obsolete. Authorized the President to appoint 
naval storekeepers at navy yards where such 
officers were needed.

the commissioners stated that “this provision 
seems to have been intended to meet the exigen- 
cies of the late war [the Civil War]. It may, 
perhaps, be deemed proper to repeal it as unsuit- 
able to the permanent relations of the military 
and naval branches of the service.” The statute 
has not been used for many years. 

Obsolete. Required every commanding officer of 
a vessel, on returning from a cruise, to furnish 
the Secretary of the Navy with a list of the names 
of crew members entitled to honorable discharges 
and to grant these discharges to the persons 
listed.

Unnecessary. Provided that a person accepting a 
commission or warrant under section 2 or 3 of the 
cited act [34 U. S. C. 350a, 350b], is entitled only 
to the pay and allowances for the position tem- 
porarily occupied.

Obsolete. Provided that officers might have their 
names placed on a “‘list of applicants for volun- 
tary retirement” and might be retired by the 
President in any year in which vacancies in the 
various grades fell below certain specified num- 
bers. This provision has not been used for many 
years. The Officer Personnel Act of 1947, Title 
ITI, 61 Stat. 829 [34 U. 8. C. 306 et seq.}, provides 
for promotion by selection, and the discharge or 
involuntary retirement of officers who twice fail 
of selection, and operates to insure the occurrence 
of sufficient vacancies to permit an orderly flow 
of promotions.

Prohibited enlisted men on a battleship 
from being required to perform any duties not 
performed by the crew at sea or in foreien ports 
when such battleship was in a navy yard for re- 
pairs, This provision is from the Navy Depart- 
ment Appropriations Act for fiscal year 1913, and 
was intended to correct a situation then existing. 
The situation no longer exists, and members of a

Executed. Provided for the termination of certain 
petroleum leases within Naval Petroleum Re- 
serve No. 1, which had not become a part of an 
approved unit or agreement at the end of their 
current term, or its extension pursuant to the Act 
of February 9, 1933, 47 Stat. 798 [30 U. S. C. 209). 
The leases to which the cited act applied have all 
been terminated and the lessees’ remaining 
rights under such leases, or to surface equipment 
on the property, have been purchased by the 
United States, 

Superseded. Provided that the naval stock fund 
should be charged with the cost of transporting 
materials purchased f. 0. b. cars, or on wharf, or 
free alongside vessels, only when the contract, 
under which the material was being procured, 
was drawn under that fund. Similar transporta- 
tion costs for materials procured under other 
contracts should be charged to the appropriation 
under which each contract was drawn, unless the

Secretary of the Navy directed that transporta- 
tion costs be charged directly to the appropriation 
which was ultimately to be charged. Section 11 
of the National Security Act Amendments of 
1949, 63 Stat. 585, established uniform budgetary 
and fiscal procedures for the military depart- 
ments, superseding all prior accounting pro- 
cedures used by the Department of the Navy. 


Obsolete. Provided that it was the duty of the 


President to make regulations for the purchase, 
preservation, and disposition of all articles and 
stores of the Navy, necessary for its safe and 
economical administration. This provision was 
originally enacted in 1842, and there are no cur- 
rent regulations prescribed by the President 
under this law. So far as procurement for the 
Navy is concerned, the Armed Services Procure- 
ment Act of 1947, 62 Stat. 21 [5 U. 8. C. 219b, 412b, 
626e; 41 U. S. C. 151-161], governs all purchases 
and contracts for supplies or services made by the 
Departments of the Army, Navy, and Air Force; 
and the Secretary of Defense has issued regula- 
tions pursuant to the provisions of this law. So 
far as disposition is concerned, the Federal Prop- 
erty and Administrative Services Act of 1949, 
63 Stat. 377, governs the disposition of excess and 
surplus property. The disposition of naval 
vessels, excluded from the operation of the 
Federal Property and Administrative Services 
Act of 1949, is assumed also to be excluded from 
this provision, since disposal of such vessels is 
covered specifically by other laws, 

Unnecessary. Provided that the appropriation 
“Provisions, Marine Corps”, could be applied 
for the purchase of subsistence stores for sale to 
officers, enlisted men, and civilian employees of 
the Marine Corps. This section was enacted to 
establish Marine Corps stores, and to indicate 
the proper appropriation for their support. The 
sales commissaries are now in operation, and the 
designation of the proper appropriation, which 
has been subsequently changed, is no longer 
necessary. 

Superseded. (See remarks on 10 U. S. C. 1262a, 
above.) 


Superseded. Authorized the issue of the national 
flag used for draping the coffin of a deceased 
member of the naval service, to relatives or a 
school or patriotic order. The Act of July 15, 
1954, ch. 507, § 2 (i), 68 Stat. 478 [5 U. S. C. 2152], 
is the current authority on this subject; 

Erecuted. Authorized the sale of supplies, mate- 
rials, and equipment to the Philippine Islands. 
Section 3 of the cited act provided that this 
authority would terminate upon the granting of 
independence to the Philippines. 

Superseded. R. S. 3719 required a bidder on a 
contract for naval supplies to furnish a guaranty 
with sureties. The Act of May 25, 1896, ch. 239, 
29 Stat.

of the Navy could accept a certified check for the 
full amount of contract. The cited act provided 
that the Secretary of the Navy could, in lieu of the 
guaranty, the bond, or the certified check, re- 
quired by R. 8. 3719, accept a certified check for 
25 to 50 percent of the contract price. R.S. 3719 
was repealed by the Act of February 19, 1948, 
ch. 65, 62 Stat. 25. 

Superseded. Provided that all hemp for naval 
purposes should be of American growth or manu- 
facture when it was obtainable in as good quality 
and at as low a price as foreign hemp. The Act 
of March 3, 1933, ch. 212, § 2, 47 Stat. 1520, the so- 
called “Buy American Act,” provides that, un- 
less the head of the department concerned deter- 
mines it to be inconsistent with the public inter- 
est, only such unmanufactured articles as are 
produced in the United States, and only such 
manufactured articles as are manufactured in the 
United Ssates, shall be acquired for public use. 

Prescribed the conditions under 
which 10 percent of the payment for work under 
contracts for the Navy, held back, could be 
released. Joint Resolution 5, of Aug. 14, 1911, 37 
Stat. 37, authorized partial payments by the 
Secretary representing 100 percent of the work 
performed. 

Superseded. Provided that the oath of allegiance 
for officers and men of the Army and Marine 
Corps should be administered to officers and 
men of the Navy. The oath of enlistment for all 
members of the armed forces is now prescribed 
by the Act of May 5, 1950, ch. 169, § 8, 64 Stat. 
146 [50 U. 8. C. 737). The oath for all officers of 
the armed forces is prescribed by R. 8. 1757, as 
amended [5 U. 8. C. 16}. 

Obsolete. Prohibited the employment of persons to 
disburse money for the use of the naval service on 
foreign stations, unless appointed by and with 
the advice and consent of the Senate. The cited 
section had reference only to civilians employed 
as disbursing agents. Under the present organi- 
zation of the Navy those functions are no longer 
exercised by civilians, but by officers of the Sup- 
ply Corps ofthe Navy. Therefore, this provision 
is no longer necessary. 

Obsolete. Authorized the Secretary of the Navy to 
furnish a certificate of discharge, in lieu of a lost 
or destroyed certificate of discharge, to persons 
who served in the War of 1812, the Mexican War, 
or the War of the Rebellion. 

Unnecessary. Authorized the Secretary of the 
Navy to settle and pay claims, under $3,000, oc- 
casioned by collisions or damages incident to the 
operation of naval vessels. The Act of July 3, 
1944, ch. 399, 58 Stat. 723 [46 U. 8. C. 791 et seq.], 
authorizes the Secretary of the Navy to settle 
and pay admiralty claims in an amount not ex- 
ceeding $1,000,000. 

Obsolete. Authorized the establishment of a Naval 

Consulting Board, composed of civilians, to 

report to the Secretary of the Navy on any matter

concerning the Naval Establishment and na- 
tional defense; and the appropriation of not to 
exceed $25,000 to effectuate the purposes of the 
section. That board has not been established. 
The Department of the Navy has been changed 
from an executive to a military department. 
The amount appropriated indicates that the 
board was intended to serve only a limited time 
and function only long enough to submit a single 
set of recommendations. Because of the period 
of time that has elapsed since the enactment of 
the law, and in view of the unification of the 
military services, the cited section is considered 
obsolete.

The 
bill to enact title 10, Armed Forces. provides 
that no person’s pay or allowances are increased 
or decreased by its enactment. 

Superseded. Provided that for the purposes of 
distribution and promotion in the Marine Corps, 
grade and rank should be considered as meaning 
the same. The Officer Personnel Act of 1947,

necessary. ‘That transfer and reorganization has 
been accomplished. 

Superseded and unnecessary. Authorized the Presi-

Warrant Officer Act of 1954, § 4, 68 Stat, 158 [34 
U. 8, C. 135b], is the current authority for the 
distribution of warrant officers. Statutory au- 
thority for the President to prescribe total war- 
rant officer strength, in the absence of other con- 
trolling law, is unnecessary. 

Superseded. Provided that warrant officers of the 
Marine Corps should have the same rank, pay, 
allowances, and retirement privileges as warrant 
officers of the Navy; and that warrant officers 
of the Marine Corps should be appointed from 
noncommissioned officers. The Warrant Officer 
Act of 1954, 68 Stat. 157 [34 U. S. C. 135-1352, 
250a, 330-330g, 430-430d, 643], is the current 
authority on this subject. 

Superseded. Provided that pay clerks in the 
Marine Corps should receive the pay and allow- 
ances of second lieutenants in the Army. The 
Act of October 21, 1943, ch. 271, § 1, 57 Stat. 574, 
abolished the grade of pay clerk in the Marine 
Corps together with other warrant and com- 
missioned warrant grades of that corps, and 
established, in lieu thereof, the grades of warrant 
and commissioned warrant officer.

The Act of June 22, 193%, ch. 567, 52 Stat. 839 
[34 U. 8. C. 685a], provides that an officer who 
retires while serving as Commandant of the 
Marine Corps may, in the discretion of the 
President, have the highest grade held by him 
as Commandant. The Officer Personnel Act 
of 1947, § 429, 61 Stat. 880 [34 U. 8. C. 622], gives 
the Commandant the grade of general while 
serving in that office. 

Superseded. Provided for a limitation on the num- 
ber of privates, first class, in the Marine Corps. 
The Act of August 27, 1940, ch. 694, § 7, 54 Stat. 
865, authorized the Secretary of the Navy to 
distribute enlisted personnel among the various 
grades in such numbers as he deemed to be in the 
best interest of the naval service. 

Unnecessary. Authorized the Secretary of the 
Navy to distribute enlisted personnel of the 
Marine Corps among the various grades in such 
numbers as he deemed to be in the best interests 
of the naval service.

The National Security Act of 1947, § 206 (c), 61 
Stat. 502 (5 U. 8. C. 411a (c)], prescribes the duties 
and functions of the Marine Corps, among which 
is the duty to provide detachments and organiza- 
tions for service on armed vessels of the Navy. 
Special authority for the President to detail 
officers to this duty is unnecessary, since that 
authority is inherent in his office.

Uanecessary. Provided that the Marine Corps 
should be formed into as many brigades, regi- 
ments, battalions, companies, or detachments as 
the President directed, with proper distribution 
of commissioned and noncommissioned officers to 
each unit. This provision is from the Act of 
July 11, 1798, ch. 72, 1 Stat. 594, which established 
the Marine Corps, and its purpose was to organize 
the Marine Corps into appropriate units. Since 
the Marine Corps is a part of the armed forces, a 
provision of this kind is unnecessary because the 
authority of the President, as Commander in 
Chief of the Armed Forces, clearly embraces this 
authority. The National Security Act of 1947, 
§ 206 (c), 61 Stat. 502(5 U. 8. C. 411a (c)], provides 
that the Marine Corps shall be organized to in- 
clude not less than 3 combat divisions and 3 air 
wings, 

Superseded. Authorized the use of the appropria- 
tion ‘Clothing, Marine Corps’’ for the purchase 
of uniforms, accoutermests, and equipment for 
sale at cost prices to officers, under regulations 
prescribed by the Secretary of the Navy. That 
provision was superseded’ by the Act of August 4, 
1949, ch. 393, § 9, 63 Stat. 559 [34 U. S. C. 537], 
which authorizes the purchase, by the Govern- 
ment, of uniforms, accouterments, and equip- 
ment for sale at cost to officers of the Navy and 
the Marine Corps, to midshipmen at the Naval 
Academy, and to officers of the Coast Guard, 
when the Coast Guard is operating as a service in 
the Navy. The latter act does not specify the 
appropriation to be used for the procurement. 

Superseded. Prescribed the mission and role of 
naval aviation as distinguished from the mission 
and role of the Army Air Service. Naval avia- 
tion was to control all construction, experimenta- 
tion, training, and aerial operations of a fleet, 
including shore stations, whose maintenance was 
necessary for the operations of the fleet.

Secretary of the Navy in the cited act to deter- 
mine the value of the initial clothing allowance 
and placed this authority in the Secretary of De- 
fense. The remaining provisions of that act are 
no longer used by the Navy, since the bedding 
and other equipment, which an enlisted member 
receives upon first reporting for active duty, is 
Government property for which the member 
must account. 


Superseded. Authorized the Secretary of the Navy 


to issue a clothing outfit, not to exceed $0 in 
value, to members of the naval service serving 
in their second enlistment who failed to receive 
an outfit during their first enlistment, or who 
were required to refund its value on account of 
discharge prior to expiration of enlistment. Sec- 
tion 505 of the Career Compensation Act of 1949, 
63 Stat. 828 (37 U. S. C. 305), and Executive Order 
No. 10113 of Feb. 27, 1950, 15 F. R. 1065, issued 
pursuant to it, now place this authority in the 
Secretary of Defense. 

Superseded. Authorized the Secretary of the Navy 
to transport discharged naval prisoners to their 
homes, the expense of the transportation to be 
paid from money received from fines and forfei- 
tures imposed by courts-martial. Section 303 (e) 
of the Career Compensation Act of 1949, 63 Stat. 
815 [37 U. 8. C, 253 (e)), authorizes the furnishing 
of transportation home to discharged prisoners at 
Government expense. The cited section further 
authorized the Seretary of the Navy to furnish 
Suitable civilian clothing to discharged prisoners, 
where the prisoner would otherwise be unpro- 
vided for. The Act of March 4, 1925, ch. 536, 
§ 10, 43 Stat. 1274 [34 U. 8. C. 197], authorizes a 
suit of civilian clothing, to cost not more than $30, 
for each enlisted member who receives a dis- 
honorable, bad conduct, or other discharge for 
the good of the service, 

Superseded. Prohibited the forfeiture of pay of en- 
listed men, detailed as clerks and messengers in 
the office of the Major General Commandant, 
Marine Corps, when they were granted furlough 
for not exceeding 30 days in each calendar yeas. 
The Armed Forces Leave Act of 1946, 60 Stat. 963 
{37 U. S. C. 31a], authorizes each member of the 
armed forees to accumulate 24 calendar days 
leave for each month of active service. While on 
leave, a member is entitled to the same pay and 
allowances as if he were not in a leave status. 

Superseded. Required that captains, commanders, 
and lieutenant commanders, who became in- 
eligible for promotion on account of age, be re- 
tired with 2}4 percent of their shore duty pay for 
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each year of servico, not te exceed 75 percent of 
the pay they were entitled to receive while on 
the active list. Officers are no longer ineligible 
for promotion because of age. The Officer Per- 
sonnel Act of 1947, §§ 312, 313, 61 Stat. 858, 861 [34 
U. 8. C, 410j, 4102), provides for a system of man- 
datory elimination from the active list based, not 
upon age, but upon two failures of selection for 
promotion to the next higher grade, and a speci 
fied period of commissioned service depending 
upon the grade of the officer involved. 
34:993 R. S. 1591, _ Obsolete. Prohibited increases in retired pay as a 
‘| consequence of a promotion on the retired list. 
The grade and pay that an officer receives upon 
retirement is now covered by the substantive 
law under which he retires. The only laws 
authorizing the promotion of officers on the re- 
tired list are the Act of July 24, 1041, ch. 320, 55 
Stat. 603 [34 U. S. C. 350-350j], which authorizes 
the promotion of retired officers on active duty 
in time of war or national emergency, and the 
Officer Personnel Act of 1947, § 412 (a), 61 Stat. 
874 [34 U. S. C. 410n), which authorizes the ad- 
vancement on the retired list of officers com- 
mended for performance of duty in combat. 
The former act authorized retired officers pro- 
moted to higher grades under it, prior to July 
1946, to have their retired pay recomputed on the 
basis of the highest grade satisfactorily held prior 
to July 1946, but denies this privilege to officers 
promoted after that date. The latter act, as 
amended in 1949, specifically denies increased 
retired pay based on a promotion under it. 
Section 402 (d) of the Career Compensation Act 
of 1949, 63 Stat. 818 [37 U. S. C. 272 (d)], author- 
izes retired pay based on a promotion received 
by a retired officer on active duty if, while on 
that period of active duty, he incurs a physical 
disability in aggravation of the one for which he 
was previously retired, or if he incurs one rated 
at 30 percent or more under that act.

It is 
the current policy of the United States to make its 
employees available for jury service, including, 
according to the Office of the Chief of Ordnance 
of the Army, such arsenal employees. The 
Judge Advocate General of the Army has recom- 
mended the repeal of this statute as obsolete. 
(See JAGA 1947/4326, 4 June 1947.) 

Expired. Provided that one or more rifled cannon 
of each type constructed for the Navy should be 
publicly tested before being put into use, This 
provision was enacted in an appropriation act 
for the fiscal year 1887. It contained no expres- 
sion of futurity, expired at the end of that fiscal 
year, and has not been repeated in later appro 
priation acts.

to prevent an Army officer from reducing a 
patentable idea to practice at Government 
expense, and then charging the Government 
royalties for its use. 28 U.S. C. 1498, as amended 
by the Act of July 17, 1952, ch. 930, 66 Stat. 757, 
prohibits claims against the United States by 
any patentee, or his assignee, for patent infringe- 
ment where Government time, materials, or 
facilities were used in making the invention. 
Executive Order 10096, Jan. 23, 1950, 3 CFR, 
1950 Supp., p. 76, requires that the Government 
receive a license, or an assignment of every 
invention made by a Government employee 
pursuant to his duties, or with a contribution 
of Government facilities, equipment, materials, 
funds, information, or services. (See also 
JAGP, 15 May 1953.) 

Unnecessary and obsolete. Authorized the Secre- 
tary of War to construct fixed gun emplacements 
in such order of priority as he might consider 
expedient. In the absence of a congressional 
directive fixing an order of priority, such dis- 
cretion is already vested in the Secretary. Fur- 
thermore, the Coast Artillery Corps has been 
abolished, no fixed gun emplacements have been 
built for several years, and in many instances 
guns so emplaced have been removed. 

Executed. Established a procedure for the place- 
ment of educational orders for noncommercial, 
specially designed munitions, and for the pro- 
curement of the special tools required in connec- 
tion with their manufacture; and authorized the 
appropriation of specific sums of money for this 
purpose during fiscal years 1939-45. The Office 
of the Chief of Ordnance, Legal Division, states 
that all such sums have been appropriated and 
expended. The Armed Services Procurement 
Act of 1947, § 2 (c) (16), 62 Stat. 22 [41 U. S. C. 
151 (c) (16)], is the current authority for this type 
of contract. 

Superseded. Authorized the Secretary of War to 
acquire land by condemnation, for certain pur- 
poses. The Act of July 2, 1917, ch. 35, 40 Stat. 
241, as restated by the Act of April 11, 1918, 
ch. 51, 40 Stat. 518 [50:171], provides similar 
authority to acquire land for the same, and other 
additional purposes. So far as 50 U. S.C. 171 is 
based on the latter act, it is restated in section 
2663 of title 10, Armed Forces. 

Unnecessary. Required the Secretary of War, in 
acquiring land for fortifications, to procure at 
the same time sufficient land for the erection of 
barracks and quarters in connection with such 
fortifications. Since R. S. 3736 [41 U. S. C. 4 
prohibits the purchase of land for the United 
States except under a law authorizing such pur- 
chase and R. 8. 3734, as amended [40 U. 8. C. 
259), prohibits the payment of money or the 
making of a contract for the purchase of any 
site for a public building in excess of the amount 
specifically appropriated therefor, land may not 
be acquired by a military department without

specific authority of Congress in each case. 
Accordingly, the Act of April 28, 1904 [50 U. S.C. 
173], which only prescribes a procedure to be 
followed in the acquisition of real estate, is not 
of itself authority to purchase (compare an 
opinion of the Comptroller General, B-115456, 
16 July 1953). So far as this provision places a 
duty upon the Secretary to acquire any par- 
ticular quantity of real estate, for a particular 
purpose, it is made unnecessary by the Act of 
September 28, 1951, ch, 434, §§ 601-604, 65 Stat. 
365 [40 U. 8. C. 551-554], which requires the 
Secretaries of the military departments to come 
into agreement with the Committees on Armed 
Services of the Senate and House of Representa- 
tives before acquiring real property in excess of 
$25,000 for the use of the military departments, 
based on general plans for the project. Ifa mili- 
tary department obtained the necessary author- 
ity to purchase real estate for fortifications and 
an appropriation for the purchase, approval of 
plans for such fortifications containing no pro- 
vision for barracks and quarters would be the 
controlling authority. Since this provision of 
the Act of April 28, 1904 [50 U. 8S. C. 173], is no 
more than an expression of congressional policy, 
not binding on future Congresses, it is for all 
practical purposes without legal effect. 

Superseded. Prescribed requirements for adver- 
tising for contracts for public works, and for 
performance bonds in connection with such 
contracts. The Armed Services Procurement 
Act of 1947, § 3, 62 Stat. 22 [41 U. 8. ©. 152], 
prescribes the current procedures which govern 
advertising and bidding for public works con- 
tracts. The Act of August 24, 1935, ch. 642, 
49 Stat. 793 [40 U. S. C. 270a-270d], is the current 
authority for performance bonds for public works 
contracts. 

Superseded and obsolete. (See remarks on 10 U.S.C. 
186, above.) 


Executed. Authorized the use of the form post card 
prescribed, to obtain a military absentee ballot, 
by section 203 of that act, prior to its amendment 
in 1946, in lieu of the form post card prescribed 
by sections 209 (b) and (c) of that act, as 
amended in 1946, until the existing supply was 
exhausted. The supply of pre-1946 cards has 
been exhausted. 

Executed. Declared that if any provision of the 
act of which it was a part should be held invalid 
the validity of the remainder of that act should 
not be affected. This provision was executed 
when enacted, since it was an expression of con- 
gressional intent that each provision of that act 
operate independently of every other provision 
of the act. The restatement of the act in title 10, 
Armed Forces, will not change the separable 
character of its provisions, since the bill enacting 
that title provides, in effect, that the restated 
law is intended to be a continuation of the 
replaced law.

Unnecessary. Authorizes appropriations for the 
purposes of the National Defense Facilities Act 
of 1950, of which it is a part, and directs that, 
whenever any appropriation made for the pur- 
poses of that act shall so provide, such appro- 
priation shall remain available until expended. 
The existence of the act authorizes appropriations 
under it and there is no provision of law appli- 
cable to the activities authorized by that act 
which requires that such appropriations be obli- 
gated or expended within any specific period of 
time. Furthermore, the specific provisions of 
any future appropriation act as to the availability 
of funds thereby appropriated would prevail. 

Unnecessary. Subsections 10} (a), (b), (ec), and (h), 
of the Armed Forces Reserve Act of 1952, define 
the terms “duty”, “active duty”, “active duty 
for training’, and “‘appropriate Secretary’’, as 
used in that act. These terms, as defined in the 
Armed Forces Reserve Act of 1952, are not used 
in title 10, Armed Forces. Compare the defini- 
tions of the terms “‘active duty”’, “‘active duty for 
a period of more than 30 days”’, “active service’’, 
and “Secretary concerned’, as contained in 
section 101 (8), (22), (23), and (24) of title 10, 
Armed Forces. Subsection 101 (i) of the 
Armed Force Reserve Act of 1952 defines the 
term ‘‘competent authority” as used in inat act. 
This term is not used in title 10, Armed Forces, 
since, wherever the concept is involved, it has 
been fully stated. Subsection 101 (f) of the 
Armed Forces Reserve Act of 1952 defines the 
term “member of a reserve component”’ as used 
in that act. This term, as defined in the Armed 
Forces Reserve Act of 1952, is not used in title 10, 
Armed Forces. Because the concept of an ap- 
pointment without component does not exist in 
the Navy, and the Navy ana Marine Corps each 
have only one reserve component, wherever the 
concept is involved, it has been fully stated. 
Because both the Army and the Air Force have 
the concept of an appointment without compo- 
nent and each has two reserve components, com- 
pare the definitions of the terms “Regular” 
and “Reserve”, in section 101 (32) and (33) of 
title 10, Armed Forces; and compare the rule 
stated in sections 3441 and 8441 of that title. 
Compare also the definitions of the terms “Army 
National Guard of the United States’”’ and “Air 
National Guard of the United States” contained 
in section 101 (11) and (13) of title 10, Armed 
Forces. 

Unnecessary. Declares that all provisions of law 
which refer to appointment or enlistment in, or 
transfer to, any reserve component shall be con- 
sidered to refer to appointment or enlistment as a 
Reserve or transfer to that status in the appro- 
priate armed force. Upon enactment of title 10, 
Armed Forces, which will contain all currently 
effective provisions for such appointments, en- 
listments, or transfers, this provision will be un- 
necessary.

Executed. These provisions of the Armed Forces 
Reserve Act of 1952 preserved rights accrued and 
proceedings begun before its enactment; pre- 
served the authority to order persons and units to 
active duty under the Universal Military Train- 
ing and Service Act; declared that that act should 
not be construed to make any change in laws re- 
lating to the Chief of the National Guard Bureau, 
except where expressly so provided, or to au- 
thorize the accrual of back pay and allowances. 
As to rights accrued and proceedings begun, a 
saving provision in the bill to enact title 10, 
Armed Forces, preserves rights matured under 
laws repealed by it. As to the effect of the 
Armed Forces Reserve Act of 1952 upon the Uni 
versal Military Training and Service Act, and 
laws relating to the Chief of the National Guard 
Bureau, these provisions were executed when 
enacted, since they were an expression of con- 
gressional intent that that act not operate as an 
implied repeal of those acts. The restatement in 
title 10, Armed Forces, of the Armed Forces Re- 
serve Act of 1952, will not so operate, since the 
bill enacting that title provides, in effect, that the 
restated law is intended to be a continuation of 
the replaced law. As to back pay and allow- 
ances, a saving provision in the bill provides that 
no person’s pay or allowances are increased or 
decreased by its enactment. 

Executed, Declared that each person who was 8 
member of a reserve component of an armed force 
on July 9, 1952, the date of enactment of the 
Armed Forces Reserve Act of 1952, should be 
considered, without further action, to retain his 
active, inactive, or retired status in his reserve 
component; and directed the transfer of persons 
who were then in an honorary Reserve status, an 
honorary Retired Reserve status, or on the 
honorary retired list of the Naval Reserve or the 
Marine Corps Reserve. As to transfer to the 
Retired Reserve, the law is now executed. As

Declared that all laws applicable to the 
various reserve components of the armed forces, 
as constituted before the enactment of the Armed 
Forces Reserve Act of 1952, to the members of 
those components, and to their beneficiaries and 
dependents, should continue to apply, unless 
inconsistent with that act, to the corresponding 
reserve components established by that act, to 
the members of those components, and to their 
beneficiaries and dependents. This provision

was executed when enacted, since it was an ex- 
pression of congressional intent that the reserve 
components established by that act be considered 
to be continuations of the various reserve com- 
ponents as constituted before its enactment, 
except as expressly changed by that act. The 
restatement of the Armed Forces Reserve Act of 
1952, in title 10, Armed Forces, will not affect the 
status of these reserve components as such con- 
tinuations, since the bill enacting that title pro- 
vides, in effect, that the restated law is intended 
to be a continuation of the replaced law. 

Unnecessary. Directed the immediate implemen- 
tation of the National Defense Facilities Act of 
1950, upon the enactment of the Armed Forces 
Reserve Act of 1952. This provision is unneces- 
sary since, in the absence of a statutory limitation, 
the existence of an act is authority for its im- 
plementation. In this case, this provision was 
enacted to cancel a prior informal understanding 
between Congress and the Department of De- 
fense not to implement the National Defense 
Facilities Act of 1950, until enactment of the 
Armed Forces Reserve Act of 1952. 

Unnecessary. Changed the name of the “Organized 
Reserve Corps” to the “Army Reserve’. The 
term “Army Reserve” is used throughout title 
10, Armed Forces. 

Executed. Provided that temporary members of 
the Coast Guard Reserve should be excluded 
from the provisions of the act of which it was a 
part. The restatement of the cited act, in 
title 10, Armed Forces, and in the amendments to 
the Career Compensation Act of 1949, 63 Stat.

preexisting provision governing the authorized 
strength of the Navy was section 2 (a) of the Act 
of April 18, 1946, ch. 141, 60 Stat. 92 [34 U. S. C. 
151}, which, despite the cited section, might still 
be effective, since the authorized strength of the 
Marine Corps was, under section 2 (b) of the 
1946 act, fixed at 20 percent of the strength of the 
Navy. However, the Act of June 28, 1952, ch. 
47, 66 Stat. 283, repealed section 2 (b) of the 1946 
act and fixed the strength of the Regular Marine 
Corps at 400,000. The 1952 act creates an anom- 
alous situation, since the strength of the Regular 
Navy is fixed at 500,000, the Regular Marine 
Corps at 400,000, and the combined strength, in- 
cluding Reserves on extended active duty, at 
666,882. Obviously these statutes cannot all 
stand. The legislative history of the Act of 
June 24, 1948, indicates that the purpose of the 
cited section was to increase the strength of the 
armed forces. Since the authorized strength of 
400,000, prescribed for the Marine Corps by the 
1952 act, cannot be effectuated within the com- 
bined strength authorization of 666,882 pre- 
scribed by the 1948 act without reducing the 
authorized strength of 500,000 prescribed by the 
1946 act, it must be concluded that the 666,882 
figure has been superseded. This leaves the 
500,000 figure in the 1946 act as the controlling 
figure for the authorized strength of the Navy; 
and the 400,000 figure in the 1952 act as the con- 
trolling figure for the authorized strength of the 
Marine Corps. 

Executed. Authorized free postage for members of 
the military or naval forces of the United States 
while on active duty until Dec. 31, 1947. 

Executed. Authorized the President, until Feb. 28, 
1949, to control the exportation of certain com- 
modities, and prescribed a penalty for the viola- 
tion of any rule or regulation issued thereunder.

Executed. Authorized the Secretaries of War and 
Navy, until Aug. 1, 1953, to enter into contracts 
required for the national defense without regard 
to restrictions contained in certain permanent 
provisions of law; and authorized the making of 
advance payments on such contracts. (So far 
as the Emergency Powers Continuation Act, 66 
Stat. 331, extended the Act of July 2, 1940, only to 
Apr. 1, 1953, it was superseded by further exten- 
sions of that act to July 1, 1953, and Aug. 1, 1953, 
by the Acts of March 31, 1953, ch. 13, 67 Stat. 18, 
and June 30, 1953, ch. 172, 67 Stat. 131, respec- 
tively.) 

Executed. Authorized the President, in an amount 
not to exceed $66,000,000, to provide for emer 
gencies not affecting the national defense, to enter 
into contracts for such purposes, without adver 
tising, and to report all expenditures made under 
that authorization to Congress.

Title 33—Navigation ond Navigable Waters. Pro- 


hibits the expenditure of appropriations for the 
civil functions of the Corps of Engineers of the 
Army to operate power-driven vessels for other 
than ‘Government business’; defines those 
words to include expenses for inspection of river 
and harbor and flood-control projects by State 
and Federal officials; and requires such expenses 
to be paid from the appropriations for the projects 
concerned. Members of the Corps of Engineers 
of the Army do not disburse funds other than 
those pertaining to the civil functions of that 
Corps. (See remarks on 10 U. 8. C. 185, Table 
2A.) Chapter 12 of title 33, “River and Harbor 
Improvements Generally”, and chapter 15 of 
that title, ‘Flood Control”, contain the laws 
concerning river and harbor and flood-control 
projects administered by the Corps of Engineers 
of the Army. 


Title 383—Navigation and Navigable Waters. Estab-

Title 22— Foreign Relations and Intercourse. Makes 


section 412 of the Mutual Defense Assistance Act 
of 1949, 63 Stat. 721 [22 U. S. C. 1584], inapplicable 
to a member of a reserve component.of an armed 
force when not on active duty even though he 
may have been on active duty within the pre- 
eeding 2 years. That section of the Mutual 
Defense Assistance Act of 1949, imposes a fine of 
not more than $10,000, or 3 years imprisonment, 
or both, for the giving or accepting of gifts or 
commissions in connection with any procurement 
under that act, to or by Federal employees, or 
persons who have been employees within the 
preceding 2 years. Chapter 20 of title 22—

including section 412, to which this provision is 
an exception. 


Title 37—Pay and Allowances. Entitles each officer 


serving with troops operating against an enemy 
in time of war, who exercises, under competent 
orders, @ command above that appropriate to his 
grade, to receive the pay and allowances of the 
grade appropriate for that command, not above 
the grade of brigadier general. Chapter 4 of title 
37, ‘‘Readjusted Pay and Allowances”’, contains

members of the uniformed services, including 
those for determining the pay grade. 

Title 87—Pay and Allowances. Entities enlisted 
members of the Regular Army and the Regular 
Air Force, and National Guard members called 
into active Federal service, to continued receipt 
of pay and allowances during captivity by the 
enemy. The Missing Persons Act, 56 Stat. 143, 
as amended [50 U. 8. C. App. 1091-1017}, which, 
by section 15 of that act as amended by the Act of 
January 30, 1954, ch. 3, 68 Stat. 7 [50 U. 8S. C. App. 
1015}, will expire on July 1, 1955, is only temporary 
authority. Accordingly, R. S. 1288, though in- 
adequate, constitutes the only permanent law on 
this subject. Chapter 4 of title 37, “Readjusted 
Pay and Allowances’, contains the laws that 
prescribe pay and allowances for members of the 
uniformed services, including those which define 
what service may be counted for pay purposes. 

Title 37—Pay and Allowances. Prohibits arrears of 
more than 2 months in payment of members of 
the Army and the Air Force unless there are un- 
avoidable circumstances, Chapter 4 of title 37, 
“Readjusted Pay and Allowances’, contains the 
laws that prescribe the rate of pay for members of 
the uniformed services, and thus should contain 
those prescribing the time of payment. 

Title $1—Money and Finance. Authorizes the Sec- 
retaries of the Army and the Air Force to provide 
for the payment of enlisted members, stationed 
where there is no Finance officer, by check or cur- 
rency sent by mail or express at the expense and 
risk of the United States. This provision au- 
thorizes a disbursing officer to make payments in 
& manner which might otherwise subject him to 
pecuniary liability if such a payment did not 
reach the payee, and to charge the cost of that 
method of payment to the United States. Chap- 
ter 10 of title 31, “The Public Moneys”, contains 
the laws that prescribe the duties and responsi- 
bilities of disbursing officers. 

Title 37—Pay and Allowances. Prescribes the 
method for dividing pay and allowances author- 
ized for an annual or monthly period in order to 
compute amounts due for fractional periods. So 
far as this provision pertains to pay authorized 
for an annual period, it is used in computing 
monthly payments on personal money allow- 
ances authorized by section 304 of the Career 
Compensation Act of 1949, 63 Stat. 816 [37 U. 8. C, 
254]. (See also remarks on 10 U. 8. C. 506b (c), 
above.) So far as this provision pertains to pay 
authorized for a monthly period, it is used in 
computing payments for a fraction of a month 
where the individual’s tour of duty is more than 
30 days. Section 510 of the Career Compensa- 
tion Act of 1949, 63 Stat. 828 [37 U. S. C. 310], has 
been construed by the Chief of Finance of the 
Army to apply only to tours of duty for 30 days 
or less. Chapter 4 of title 37, “Readjusted Pay 
and Allowances”, contains the laws that pre- 
scribe pay and allowances for members of the uni- 
formed services, including the computation of 
pay for fractional periods.

Title $1—Money and Finance. Makes allotments 
of pay by officers of the Army and the Air Force 
an exception to the provisions of R. S. 3620, as 
amended {31 U. 8. C. 492], which directs pay- 
ments by disbursing officers to be made only to 
the person to whom payment isdue. Chapter 10 of 
title 31, ‘“The Public Moneys’’, contains the laws 
that prescribe the duties and responsibilities of 
disbursing officers, including those to which this 
provision is an exception. 

Title 88—Navigation and Navigable Waters. Directs 
that each officer of the Corps of Engineers of the 
Army who serves 4 years as the President of the 
Mississippi River Commission, when retired, 
shall be retired as a major general. Chapter 13 of 
title 33, ‘“‘Mississippi River Commission”, con- 
tains the laws pertaining to the Commission and 
its members.

Chapter 4 of title 37, ““Re- 
adjusted Pay and Allowances”’, contains the laws 
that prescribe pay and allowances for members 
of the unif rmed services, including cadets of the 
United States Military Academy. 

Title 44—Public Printing and Documents. Desig- 
nates the libraries of executive departments, and 
ofthe United States Military and Naval Acade- 
mies, as depositcries of Government publications, 
aud directs the Superintendent cf Dcecuments to 
supply one copy of each such publication to them. 
This provision, although contained in 44 U. 8. C, 
87, is repeated in 10 U. 8. C, 1162 for the United 
States Military Academy only. Chapter 3 of 
title 44, “Superintendent of Documents; Dis- 
tribution of Documents Generally”, contains this 
provision in its entirety, including all other laws 
relating to the distribution of Government pub- 
lications. 

Title $81—Money and Finance. Directs that funds 
realized by deductions from carrier’s accounts fer 
loss or damage to military stcres in transit be 
credited to the appropriation out of which similar 
stores may be replaced. This is an exceptior to 
R. 8S. 3617 [31 U. S. C. 484], which requires the 
gross amount of all moneys received from what- 
ever source for the use of the United States be de- 
posited in the Treasury without deduction. 
Chapter 10 of title 31, “The Public Moneys”, 
contains the laws that prescribe the duties and 
responsibilities of disbursing officers, including 
those to which this provision is an exception,

Title 49—Transportation. Requires all carriers to 
give priority, in time of war and upon demand by 
the President, to the transportation of troops and 
war material, and prohibits embargoes in time of 
peace on any shipment consigned to the United 
States. This provision, although contained in 
49 U. 8. C. 6 (8), is repeated in 10 U. 8. C. 1362. 
Its provisions are not administered by the mili- 
tary, and it is applicable in time of peace to the 
shipments of all Federal agencies. Chapter 1 of 
title 49, ‘‘Interstate Commerce Act, Part I’, con- 
tains the act of which this provision is an integral 
part. 

Title 87—Pay and Allowances. Authorizes a uni- 
form gratuity for members of the naval service 
upon their acceptance of a first temporary ap- 
pointment in a commissioned or warrant grade 
inthe Regular Navy or Marine Corps. Chapter 4 
of title 37, “Readjusted Pay and Allowances”, 
contains similar provisions authorizing uniform 
gratuities. 

Title 87—Pay and Allowances. Authorizes a uni- 
form gratuity for members of the naval service 
upon their acceptance of a first temporary ap- 
pointment in a commissioned or warrant grade 
in the Regular Navy or Marine Corps. Chapter 4 
of title 37, ‘‘Readjusted Pay and Allowances”, 
contains similar provisions authorizing uniform 
gratuities. 

Title $8—Pensions, Bonuses, and Veterans’ Relief. 
Provides that the provisions of section 7 of the 
act of which it is a part shall apply to the Coast 
Guard. Section 7 of the cited act amended the 
Mustering-Out Payment Act of 1944, 58 Stat. 9 
(38 U. S. C. 691b, 691e]. Since that act is classi- 
fied to chapter 11B, ‘“‘World War II Veterans’ 
Mustering-Out Payments’’, the application of 
the cited section to section 7 should also be 
allocated to that title, 

Title 40—Publie Buildings, Property, and Works. 
Prescribes the procedure for the acquisition of 
land sites for any arsenal, fort, fortification, navy 
yard, customhouse, lighthouse, or other public 
building by any department, independent estab- 
lishment, or agency. This section, also allocated 
to 33 U. 8. CO. 783, 40 U. 8. C. 255, and 60 U. 8, C, 
175, is inappropriately allocated to title 34. It 
is listed on this table in order to eliminate the 
classification in title 34. 

Title 31—Money and Finance. Authorizes disburs- 
ing officers of the Navy, Marine Corps, and Coast 
Guard to use public money, charged in their 
official accounts, for current expenditures with- 
out depositing it to the credit of the Treasurer of 
the United States. This provision, also allocated 
to 31 U, 8. C. 495a, is inappropriately allocated 
to title 34. It is listed on this table in order to 
eliminate the classification in title 34. 

Title 87—Pay and Allowances. Authorizes an addi- 
tional annual allowance to the officers serving as 
Director of Naval Intelligence, President of the 
Naval War College, Superintendent of the Naval 
Academy, Commandant of Midshipmen at the

School. Chapter 4 of title 37, ‘‘Readjusted Pay 
and Allowances”, contains the laws that prescribe 
allowances for members of the uniformed services. 

Title 37— Pay and Allowances. Authorizes advance- 
ments of not to exceed 3 months pay to members 
of the armed services upon permanent change of 
station; and advancements of pay to such mem- 
bers as are on duty at distant stations, where the 
pay and emoluments to which they are entitled 
cannot be disbursed regularly.

Title 48—Shipping. Prescribes the functions of the 
Secretary of the Navy with respect to state 
marine or nautical schools, and the administer- 
ing of federal funds for their support. These 
functions were transferred to the United States 
Maritime Commission by 1940 Reorganization 
Plan No. IV, and that commission was abolished 
and its functions were transferred to the Federal 
Maritime Board and Maritime Administration 
by 1950 Reorganization Plan No. 21, effective 
May 24, 1950, 64 Stat. 1273. Since the reason 
for the original classification of these laws to 
title 34 no longer exists, it is more appropriate 
to classify them to chapter 29 of title 46, “‘Nauti- 
eal Instruction’, which contains related laws on 
this subject. 

Title 5—Executive Departments and.: Government 
Officers and Employees. 34 U. 8S. C. 1200 (Art. 
70) is only a partial statement of R. S. 183, as 
amended, which is fully stated in 5 U. 8. C. 93. 
As partially stated in 34 U. S. C. 1200 (Art. 70), 
it was limited to officers of the Navy and Marine 
Corps. As fully stated in 5 U. 8. C. 93, it covers 
any officer or clerk of any executive department, 
as well as any officer of the armed forces. The 
partial statement in title 34 serves no useful 
purpose. For accounting purposes and to avoid 
repealing the basic laws, 34 U. S. C. 1200 (Art. 
70) is listed for transfer to 5 U. S. C. 93.

Title 5—Executive Departments and Government 


Officers and Employees. Directs the Secretary 
of Defense to include a chapter in his semiannual 
report to Congress, required by section 202 (d) 
of the National Security Act of 1947, as amended 
[5 U. S. C. 17ta (d)], which shall be the report 
of the Reserve Forces Policy Board on the status 
of the reserve programs of the Department of 
Defense, including a review of the effectiveness of 
the Reserve Officer Personnel Act of 1954. Title 
5 of the United States Code contains a separate 
chapter for each executive department covering 
the establishment of each executive department 
and the functions and duties of the Secretaries, 
Under and Assistant Secretaries, and various 
other principal officers of each executive depart- 
ment. In order not to disrupt this title of the 
United States Code, this type of provision has 
not been included in title 10, Armed Forces. 
Chapter 2A of title 5—*‘ Department of Defense”’, 
contains the laws which prescribe the functions 
and duties of the Secretary of Defense, including 
those requiring his semiannual report to Congress.

Will be erecuted. Continued the applicability of 
all laws, orders, regulations, and other actions 
previously applicable to the Department of War, 
to the Department of the Army. This provision 
will not be fully executed until such laws, orders, 
regulations, and other actions as are not restated 
in titles 10 and 32 or otherwise conformed to 
reflect the National Security Act of 1947, as 
amended, are so conformed or are no longer in 
effect. 

Limited interest. Authorizes the establishment of 
the Kermit Roosevelt Fund, and provides for 
its management by a board of officers composed 
of the Chief of Finance and three other general 
officers of the Army.

Japanese occupation and the subsequent cecap- 
ture of the Philippine Islands by the United 
States, approximately 700 Philippine Scouts were 
released without retirement benefits, which 
benefits they can now obtain only by reenlisting 
in the Philippine Scouts. The Act of May 27, 
1946, ch. 271 (10 U. 8. C. 336], lists the laws con- 
ferring rights, privileges, and benefits which, 
after May 27, 1946, shall be applicable to members 
of the Philippine Scouts.

Section 1 of the Act of June 30, 
1950, as amended [10'U. 8. C. 621c}, authorizes the 
Secretary of the Army, until June 30, 1955, with 
the approval of the Secretary of State, to pre- 
scribe regulations for the original enlistment in 
the Regular Army of not more than 12,500 un- 
married male aliens, and for their reenlistment 
upon the expiration of their original enlistment 
for such period as he may determine.

Accordingly, 
this provision will not be fully executed until 
each person who may count such service has 
been retired, or has 30 or more years of service 
that he may otherwise be entitled to count. 

Will be executed. The third proviso of section 5 of 
the Act of July 31, 1935, as restated [10 U. 8. C. 
971b (3d proviso)], directs that each officer of the 
Regular Army or the Regular Air Force, or the

Will be executed. Directs that each warrant officer 
or enlisted member of the Army, Navy, Marine 
Corps, or Coast Guard, who served during the 
Spanish-American War or World War I be pro- 
moted on the retired list as of May 7, 1932, or 
when retired, whichever is later, to the highest 
grade held during that war without increase in 
retired pay. (This act was formerly codified for 
the Coast Guard in 14 U. 8S.

Will be executed. The Act of March 8, 1922 [10 
U. 8. OC. 1443], continues the amenabillty to trial 
by courts-martial of deserters from the military 
or naval service during World War I, despite the 
proclamation of peace following that war; and 
the amenability for prosecution and trial for 3 
years after such peace proclamation of draft 
evaders under the Selective Service Act of 1917. 
The Act of March 4, 1925 [10 U. 8. ©. 1434; 34 
U.8. C. 1017], authorizes the President to remove 
the charge of desertion from the records of any 
member of the Army or the Navy standing 
against him as of Mar. 4, 1925, including all dis-

Those not so appointed or enlisted were 
discharged. No former members of the Women’s 
Army Auxiliary Corps as such are now receiving 
hospitalization benefits from the Army. The 
Department of Labor, Bureau of Employees 
Compensation, estimates that not more than six 
persons are currently receiving compensation as 
former members of the Women’s Army Auxiliary 
Corps. However, in the case of a latent disa- 
bility, the time for filing a claim for compensation 
under the Federal Employees Compensation Act 
is not held to begin to run until the disability is 
discovered. (See 5 U. 8. C. 770). In addition, 
claims involving death benefits, recurrent dis- 
ability, and appellate procedure may not be fully 
determined.

1 The basis of applicability to the Air Force of U. S. Code sections that are so designated is not derived 
from a specific citation in the Transfer Order oe It has been determined in such cases that the fune- 
tion, power, or duty which is dealt with by that U. 8. Code section has nigt transferred by the Transfer 
Order cited and accordingly the basis of applicability _ the particular U. 8. Code section can be based on 
the ‘‘catch-all provisions’’ of the Transfer Order (or eqn cited. 

2 The basis of applicability to the Air Force of U. 8. Code sections that are so designated is not derived 
from a specific citation in the Transfer Order whe aie particular U. 8. Code section concerned, in each 
case, itself refers to and is in effect a part of some other section of the U. 58. Code that - been specifically 
cited in a Transfer Order. Accordingly, the basis of applicability of the particular U. 8. Code section can 
be based on the provision of the Transfer Order which cites the “‘parent”’ section. 

3 The basis of applicability to the Air Force of U. 8. Code sections that are so designated is not derived 
from a specific citation in the Transfer Order shown. These sections are not applicable to the Air Force by 
virtue of the transfer of any function, power, or duty from the Army to the Air Force, though such may in- 
directly be the case, but they vest rights and privileges in personnel transferred from the Army to the Air 
Force, which are also vested in future members of the Air Force by virtue of the general congressional policy 
as to the continuing status of the Air Force, expressed by Congress in the National Security Act of 1947. 

* Since the establishment of the Air Force, Congress has from time to time enacted legislation making 
specific laws applieable to the Air Force. Where that law has also been cited in a Transfer Order, both 
citations are given to complete the legislative history of the section. 

5’ The National Security Act of 1947, § 305 (a), 61 Stat. 508 (6 U. S. C. 171 (a)), is the basie provision pro- 
viding for the transfer from the Army to the Air Force of appropriate functions, powers, duties, personnel, 
property, and records. It could be cited as the basis of applicability, to the Air Force, of each U. 8S. Code 
section restated for the Air Force. It has been cited. however, only in those cases where a more specific 
basis of applicability could not be shown. 
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
